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FOP Holds Closed 
Strategy Session 
On Holiday Pay 


Members of the Hoffman Estates Fra- 


ternal Order of Police (FOP) planned to 
have a closed-door strategy session last 
night to discuss what actions they might 
take if deductions for holiday pay are 
taken from their checks Friday. 


The meeting was scheduled Monday af- 


ter police learned that village officials 
announced that a clerical error had re- 
sulted in the officers being paid for work- 
ing holidays instead of receiving com- 
pensatory time off. The error apparently 
has been made since November 1970. 


The FOP has also learned that an ad- 


ministrative order governing holidays, 
vacation, sick leave and other benefits 
had never been officially approved by 
the village board. Village Manager 
George Longmeyer could not be reached 
to confirm this development. 


"THERE IS NOTHING in writing 


about these benefits. We have no bene- 
fits, except the whims of the mayor from 
day to day," said an FOP spokesman. 


The police group has singled put Hoff- 


man Estates Mayor Frederick Downey 
as being anti-police since contract nego- 


tiations between the mayor and the po- 
lice broke down in May. The FOP is the 
recognized bargaining agent for the po- 
lice. 


One FOP representative said that it 


appears the village wants the FOP to be- 
come a formal union, with lawyers and 
enter into a written contract with the vil- 
lage, rather than the informal arrange- 
ment that has existed in the past. 


Representatives for the group have 


ruled out the possibility of strikes, work 
slowdowns or "blue flu," as a means of 
protesting the deductions. 


A POLL OF police officers shows that 


only two of the 28 patrolmen and ser 
geants will not be affected by deductions. 
It is estimated that the officers will lose 
about $2,000 in wages. 


The deductions will be made for police- 


men who worked either the Fourth of 
July or Memorial Day,or both. Some 
men stand to lose as much as $120. 


FOP representatives said they would 


not object to receiving time off instead of 
pay for holiday work in the future, but 
they think the deductions for days al- 
ready worked is unfair.

4My Discipline Strict,' 
Chief O'Connell Declares 


The complaint by a Hoffman Estates 


patrolman that his police chief is more 
stringent in departmental discipline than 
are heads of departments in other vil- 
lages probably is true, said Chief John 
O'Connell yesterday. 


"1 probably am very rough. I don't 


have quite the mercy that some courts 
do," said O'Connell. But, he added, "I 
would say 1 probably am firm but I 
would like to think of myself as being 
fair. I never had anyone tell me person- 
ally they felt I was wrong, and never.had 
anyone up to now ask for a hearing be- 
fore the fire and police commission." 


T h e p a t r o l m a n complained that 


O'Connell has a set penalty for any man 
who is involved in an auto accident in a 
squad car, where he is thought to have 
been at fauH. He loses five days pay or 
compensatory time due or is suspended 
five days. There should be a penalty of 
some kind, but it should not be so severe; 
and should be variable to suit the indi- 
vidual case, said the patrolman. 
. 


Other departments are not so strin- 


gent, said the patrolman. 


O'CONNELL VERIFIED he generally 


observes a standard five-day penalty in 
auto accidents where it is believed the 
police employe contributed to the mis- 
hap. The assessment of fault is made 
from reports submitted by the officer 
and his superiors, and the man is given a 
chance to explain mitigating factors. 


And, said O'Connell, the seriousness of 


the accident should not be a consid- 
eration, because the officer may have 
been "just lucky." Whether there was $5 


damage' or $500 damage, the accident 
"could have caused someone some 
serious injury," said the chief. "I have to 
consider this." . 


Although the patrolman did not blame 


O'Connell for the strict rules, suggesting 
the chief was under pressure from his 
superiors, O'Connell said the policy is his 
own. 


"It is my decision. There is absolutely 


no pressure put on me," he said. 


A check of other departments in the 


.area indicates Hoffman Estates may 
have stronger discipline measures. 


IN PALATINE, village policy for em-- 


. ployes in all departments is that no pe- 
nalties will be assigned except in cases 
of extreme neglect, or those, serious 
enough to be brought before the village 
fire' and police commission. Drunkenness 
on duty would be an example of extreme 
neglect, said Chief Robert R. Centner. 


Rolling Meadows, Mount Prospect and 


'Schaumburg use a form of review board, 
in some cases with the accused patrol- 
man selecting some of the members, and 
in others with the membership per- 
manent. The boards review the accident 
and circumstances,'and recommend ac- 
tion ranging from no penalty up to a five- 
day .suspension or the equivalent. The 
chief, however, is not bound by the rec- 
ommendation, and may use his own 
judgment if it conflicts with the board. 


In each of these villages, the serious- 


ness of the accident, amount of damages 
and type of call the patrolman was re- 
sponding to are among review board con- 
siderations.

The proposal, calling for an immediate 


investigation of the legal aspects of 
Schaumburg'ssecession from NMAD and 
authorization of a study to determine 
feasibility of establishing a local control 
unit, was .made by CEC member Gary 
"Crawford. 


It will be transmitted to the village 


board next week by Trustee Peter Justen 
who serves as CEC liaison representa- 
tive. 


THE IDEA stemmed from recent abor- 


tive attempts to have NMAD temporarily 
resume spray control in Schaumburg due 
to emergency conditions. 


Last year Schaumburg, along with Pal- 


atine, banned use of malathion and other 
chemicals considered toxic in NMAD's 
program within the villages' municipal 
limits. 


That move resulted in NMAD initiated 


court action now pending with both vil- 
lages. 


Schaumburg's ordinance does not pro- 


hibit an NMAD program but will not al- 
low use of the toxic insecticides. 


Presently NMAD refuses to re-enter 


Schaumburg because the village will not 
recognize the district as a licensed ex- 
terminator. 


MEANWHILE Levitt 4 Sons, devel- 


opers of what, is believed to be the hard- 
est hit area in the village, has privately 
contracted with"Clarke Outdoor Spraying 
Co., La Grange, to fog that subdivision. 


The independent contractor has agreed

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Engineer Calls It 'Uneconomical? 
NIPC Official Raps Lake Water Plan

The recent allocation of Lake Michigan 


water to Northwest suburban commu- 
nities was criticized by an official of the 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion (NEPC) yesterday. 


Joseph A. Smedile, NIPC chief engi- 


neer, said the allocation of Lake Mich- 
igan water to the DAMP commission and 
Tree Towns "has in effect preempted 
planning" of the use of the water supply. 


Smedile, speaking at a meeting of 


NIPC's planning committee in Chicago, 


said the proposal that DAMP and Tree 
Towns pump water from a site in 
Glencoe is. "a very, very uneconomical 
way of handling water." "•'. 


The Illinois Department of Trans- 


portation, late in July, gave DAMP ap- 
proval to pump 34.8 cubic, feet per second 
of the lake water through a pipeline" to 
the area in 1975. Tree Towns was given 
an initial allocation of156 cubic feet per 
second, DAMP's allocation would go to 
42.5 cubic feet in 1980, and Tree Town's 
to 70.8.

Moreover, the city can sell water to; 
communities as far as 35 miles from Chi-' 
cago. Under both arrangements the city 
would bring the water to its boundary 
line and the suburban municipalities 
would have to pay the cost of trans- 
porting it from the city boundary to their 
communities, Smedile said. • . 


Allocation of the water by the state on 


a basis of individual communities works 
against regional plans, he said. 


He told the planning committee thaf' 


NIPC Executive Director Matthew L. 
Rockwell has objected to state planning 
officials about the allocation of the wa- 
ter. . 


SMEDILE SAID the water allocated to 


DAMP, Tree Towns and other commu- 
nities fa in effect being subtracted by the 
state from the MSD's allocation of water. 


The theory is that the MSD will use 


less water because of improved sewage 
treatment programs, which will mean 
less water will be needed, to dilute the 
effliiehce from the sewage treatment 
plants. 


In actuality, however, he said, the 


MSD will need time to upgrade streams 
and the amount of water needed for ef- 
fluent dilution will hot decrease for some 
time. 


Smedile made his comments after tell- 


. ing the planning committee that a re- 
gional water supply plan will be pre- 
pared by NIPC during this fiscal year.

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Grocery Chains, Butchers Negotiate 
After-6 Mea t Buying Un like ly 


by BARRY SIGALE 


It may be possible soon to buy fresh, 


red meat after 6 p.m. at your neighbor- 
hood grocer because of contract talks 
being held by representatives of the 
butcher's union and officials of several 
major grocery chains. 


But it remains to be seen whether local 


leaders of the Amalgamated Meat Cut- 
ters and Butcher Workmen of North 
America will approve such a move, one 
they have consistently opposed in the 
past. 


Contract negotiations are in the "get- 


ting started" stages. A two-year contract 
between the butcher's union and the gro- 
cery chains expires Oct. 1 and intensive 
talks are expected to begin later this 
month. 


And one of the major questions on the 


minds of many suburban shoppers — 
whether they will continue to be incon- 
venienced by not being able to buy meat 
at the grocery store when they want to — 
may be answered. 


IT IS NOT clear whether "very re- 


bellious" and "pretty aggravated" cus- 
tomers — as described by one suburban 
food store chain manager — finally will 
be afforded the opportunity to buy meat 
after 6 p.m. or If he will continue to re- 
turn to the store at another time, usually 
on a crowded Saturday afternoon. 


What has made some shoppers mad 


was enforced by a ruling by the U.S. Su- 
preme Court in 1962. An antitrust suit 
was filed then by Jewel Food Stores 
against the butcher's union, charging 
that the union should not be able to con- 
trol its own hours ami that of the sale of 
meat as a legal labor objective. 


The Supreme Court ruled in favor of 


the union and it has stayed that way ever 
since. You can't buy fresh meat after 6 
p.m. or on Sundays In grocery stores in 
Cook and Lake counties. The rule is not 
universal, as in some other parts of the 
state extended meat-purchasing' hours 
are permitted. 


Since that ruling, according .to a chain 


store spokesman, there have been at- 
tempts to get the union to change the 
contract to reflect the needs of a chang- 
ing society which has demanded more 
services and better quality. 


"It has always been an employers' 


request but it (a change in position by 
the union} hasn't been available," the 
spokesman said. "It hasn't been granted. 
It has been, though, a perennial topic of 
discussion." 


ACCORDING TO a spokesman at union 


headquarters in downtown Chicago, it is 
the chain-store owners who never before • 
have been able to agree among them- 
selves as to what to pay butchers and 
how zo determine their hours, and that 
this has been one of the stumbling blocks 
to changing things. 


The spokesman also said that the union 


has become increasingly effective in rep- 
resenting its members, especially in past 
years when they were able to reduce the 
average workday from 12 to 10 to 8 
hours. 


The subject of buying fresh, red meat 


came into sharper focus recently with 
the change in store 'hours of grocery 
chains. Now there is the midnight Jewel, 
the Dominick's that's open until midnight 
and beyond and such chains as 7-Eleven, 
which have had later hours for years. 


Feeling the pressure of other chain 


stores responding to increased hours 
with increased hours of their own, some 
7-Eleven stores now are open 24 hours a 
day, all year long, excluding Christmas, 
although some stores even have picked 
up on their option and have opened on 
this religious holiday. 


ACCORDING TO a survey of North- 


west suburban grocery stores, the aver- 
age shopper who takes advantage of 
longer store hours does so because he 
runs out of small grocery items or in an 
emergency needs some kind of aspirin or 
medicine. 


These longer hours, according to the

to buy fresh meat when they want to that 
upsets shoppers. According to a chain" 
store manager: 


"Customers have been very rebellious , 


when, they learn they, cannot buy (fresh 
meat) after 6 p.m. They get pretty ag- 
gravated.. In fact, they've put me on the 
spot many times, 'wanting'these items. 
People tell me they have the money,: 
they've worked for it and .they want to 
spend it. I'd like the business but there's 
nothing I can do about it."

WICHITA, Kan. (UPI) — Thoughts of 


the presidency were far from 22-year-old 
George McGovern's mind on Dec. 20, 
1944. One engine of his B-24 bomber was 
on fire and he had to land the craft and 
crew safely. 


Ralph C. "Bill" Rounds recalls the in- 


cident vividly. He sat next to McGovern 
\in the cockpit as his copilot. McGovern 
was "the old man." Rounds,was 21. 


Now a cattle broker in Wichita, Rounds 


kept a diary of his war years. For that 
date it says: 


"We flew the entire crew except Sam 


'Adams, navigator. It was to be my sev- 
enth mission. Target: Brux, Germany, 
oil installation. 


"We got up past Lake Belaton and No. 


2 and No. 3 manifold pressure dropped. 
We could not keep up with the formation. 
We peeled off at 23,400 feet and dropped 
to 18,000 heading south back toward the

A Jewjsh congregation described as 


"young and middle-of-the-road" it budd- 
tog a synagogue north of Buffalo Grove, 
in Long Grove. 


Rabbi Mordocai Rosen of Congregation 


Beth Judea describe* hi* congregation as 
evenly divided between reform and con- 
servative members. 


"We are a congregation of young Jew- 


ish families, and we hope to become the 
central institution of the local Jewish 
community," he said. 


The new synagogue, which is to be 


built on Rte. 83 north of Long Grove 
Road, will cost about $150,000, including 
land, Rosen said. The first phase is to be 
completed within a year. A second phase 
is included in the plans by architect Phil 
Kupritz. 


The congregation presently meets in 


Kkgswood Methodist Church. School 
classes are in Henry Wadsworth Longfel- 
low School in Buffalo Grove. 


KOSEN said the congregation pre- 


sently has about 125 families, but he ex- 
pects at least 200 by the end of the year. 
"1 very strongly hope to put an upper 
limit on membership — 250 or 275 fami- 
lies," Rosen said. "I want to always be 
able to greet any member by name " 


"If a congregation is too large, the 


rabbi becomes a religious administrator, 
and 1 don't want it to become so big I'd 
have to give up my educational work," 
he said. 


Rosen has a background as a Jewish 


educator. He was head consultant for all 
conservative schools of the greater Chi- 
cago area, for the Chicago Board of Jew- 
ish Education 


He has a bachelor's degree from Yesh- 


iva University of New York, a master's 
degree in education from Hunter College, 
New York City, and hopes to complete 
work on his doctorate in education at Lo- 
yola University next year. He was or- 
dained in 1957. 


WITH HIS background, Rosen will di- 


rect all Hebrew classes at the congrega- 
tion, saving the cost of an additional 
teacher. 


"1 encourage everyone, including chil- 


dren, to call me by my first name, to 
dispel the mystic aura that tends to 
settle on a rabbi — an aura that tends to 
separate the clergy from the congrega- 
tion," Rosen said. 


He said every effort will be made to 


involve every Jewish family caring to 
participate In the congregation, even if 
the family is only primarily interested in 
the social activities. 


If too many families are attracted. 


Rosen said, "in a few years we might 
ask a group to establish its own small 
congregation, using our facilities."

Printers Ratify 2-Year Contract,, Go Back To Work 


Member^ of Chicago Typographical 


Union Local 16 have ended their four- 
week-old strike by ratifying a contract 
offer by the Franklin Association. 


Assistant organizer of the union, Ed 


Poremba, said yesterday union leaders 
are satisfied with the agreement, which 
was approved Sunday by a vote of 608 to 
105. 


Included in the new two-year contract 


is an $ll-per-week wage increase for 
journeymen printers retroactive to June 
7, the day after the old two-year contract 


expired, an additional $2-per-week in- 
crease beginning Dec 7 and a final $12- 
per-week increase beginning June 7, 
1973. 


The first increase brings the journey- 


man printer's scale to $240 for, a 35-hour 
week, the second increase would bring 


'"him to $242 per 35-hour week and the 


third increase would bring him to $254 
per 35 hours. 


According to Poremba, several other 


benefits were agreed upon in the new 
contract, including increases in the pen- 


sion, education and health and welfare 
funds. 


The union first went on strike July 5 


against the Franklin Association, a group 
made up of employers of commercial 
printing companies, which handles most 


job printing contracts in the Chicago 
metropolitan area. Newspaper printers 
are not members of the union and were 
not affected by the strike. 


Striking journeymen printers received 


$143 a week in strike benefits.

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It's No Ordinary Job 


Chairman Shakes 


Up Racing World 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Alexander MacAr- 


thur has been an investigator off and on 
since World War II, but he says that 
prior experience "was just a church 
social" compared with his current job as 
chairman of the Illinois Racing Board. 


In the three years since Gov. Richard 


B. Ogilvie appointed him to preside over 
the state's racetracks, he and other in- 
vestigators have uncovered scandals, in- 
cluding the Kerner indictment, which 
shook the foundatiors of Illinois racing. 


MacArthur still is digging into the dark 


corners of the racing business and, while 
he won't go into details, he has a 24-hour 
police guard at his home. In a recent 
interview, he described his latest activi- 
ties this way: 


"TftlS INVESTIGATION .has brought 


into observance some people who must 
have been born in Damon Runyon's base- 
ment, and the criminals among them are 
smarter than hell." 


That's fairly typical of MacArthur's 


earful style of speech, a trait perhaps 
gleaned from his late uncle, playwright 
Charles MacArthur, husband of actress 
Helen Hayes. 


The SO-year-otd cattle-farmer also has 


a mischievous sense of humor which he 
frequently displays at Illinois Racing 
Board meetings, calling horses "live- 
stack." for example, and smiling when 
horsemen wince at the word. 


MacArthur makes his living fattening 


cattle on the 1,500-acre MacArthur farm 
in Algonquin, a McHenry County Com- 
munity beyond the Chicago suburbs. He 
receives no salary as racing board chair- 
man. 


HE WAS A World War II bomber pilot 


and prisoner of war in Germany, becom- 
ing an Insurance investigator after the 
war and a detective in the Cook County 
sheriff's office when Ogilvie was sheriff. 


"I thought I learned something about 


the big leagues in the sherriff's office," 
he says. "But that was just batting 
practice . Everything else was just a 
church social compared to this." 


MacArthur is also a proud man and 


the realization that some trackmen 
would like to see Illinois racing return to 
the free and easy ways of the 1950s and 
1980s infuriates him. 
i 


"You're just waiting for pussy's tail to 


go out the door so you can play again," 
he recently told an adversary. "But I've 
pot news for you. Pussy's going to lay 
> 


down and have kittens — right in front of 
your mice." 


MaCARTHUR believes however, that 


most people in racing share his desire to 
clean it up, and he says, "Information 
has been coming out of the woodwork. 
People think we're for real," 


Ogilvie has been a believer ever since 


he met MaeArthur in the 1950s when Mac- 
Arthur was doing advance work for 
Richard Nixon's presidential campaign. 


they 
became 
friends, 
and when 


Ogitvie was elected sheriff in 1962, he 
tapped MacArthur as one of his in- 
vestigators. When he became governor in 
19B9, Ogilvie asked MacArthur to look 
into the Illinois State Fair. Shortly there- 
after, a scandal broke that resulted in 
several Indictments and led to the re- 
moval of Cook County Circuit Court 
Judge Richard Napolitano from the 
bench. 


THAT JOB COMPLETED, Ogilvie 


asked MaeArthur to take over the Illinois 
racing board. "I want somebody I know 
I can trust, not that someone says I can 
trust." 


MacArthur balked, protesting he did

his gambling planting com and raising 
cows, and had been to the racetrack only 
twice in his life. Ogilvie countered by 
showing MaeArthur statistics on how 
racing profits fund agricultural projects 
like the 4-H Club. 


"4-H kids absolutely get right to me," 


MacArthur says. "They're so different 
from what I see around. They're still 
schooled in industry, diligence and hard 
work." 


So he took the job, and now he grum- 


bles only half jokingly, "I wish I'd had 
lockjaw when I said yes." 


The fun started immediately. As soon 


as his appointment was announced, Mac- 
Arthur says, seven well-known persons, 
including public officials, tried to per- 
suade him to dine with Mrs. Marjorie 
Everett, then owner of Arlington Park 
and Washington Park racetracks and 
probably key witness against Kerner in 
the racetrack stock scandal case. 


"I told them I had to plant corn," Mac- 


Arthur says. 


That was just the beginning. 
HE NOTICED, when track owners ap- 


plied for race dates, they provided mft 
the required list of stockholders, but "all 
kinds of strange lists of nominees and 
trusts." 


He started asking questions at meet- 


ings, frequently banging his gavel, mak- 
ing pointed remarks and insisting that 
startled track owners make phone calls 
— right then — to ;get the names of 
stockholders. 


By 1970, he had a law requiring,full 


disclosure of all racetrack stockholders, 
although it took almost two years after' 
the Paul Powell "shoebox scandal" 
broke to get a complete list. One block of 
stock at Maywood Park is still under se-, 
cret ownership. 


Because he spent "so damn much time 


investigating," MacArthur says, he de- 
veloped a rather one-sided view of racing 
people, and he likens some of them to 
"Japanese ambassadors who bow and 
scrape at you and have little Pearl Har- 
bors in their pockets." 


His own chief weapon is the power to 


withhold racing dates, the life blood of a 
racetrack, and to call in detectives when 
he senses something is amiss. 


But he tires of the fight at times not- 


ing, 
"these horse people get a little 


vicious when they got mad," and he ob- 
viously worries about his wife, whom he 
married in 1964 with Ogilvie as best 
man, their two preschoolers and his 
wife's teenage daughter by a previous 
marriage. 


Weighing the security problems and 


the amount of time the racing board job 
requires against, the satisfactions of hav- 
ing a hand in cleaning up Illinois racing, 
MacArthur says he still has not decided 
whether he'll accept another term in the 
post if Ogilvie' .asks him to stay on this 
fall.

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Hanrahan Trial Special Hearing 
Panther Attorney Mum On Statement 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Black Panther at- 


torney Donald Stang Wednesday defied a 
court order and refused to answer ques- 
tions concerning a statement allegedly 
made by his client, Panther Louis True- 
sock, In the aftermath of a police raid in 
which two Panthers were slain. 


Thomas Sullivan, a defense attorney in 


the trial of Cook County State's Atty. Ed- 
ward V. Hanrahan and 13 co-defendants, 
asked Stang about 50 questions trying to 
determine the authenticity of the state- 
ment. 


To each question, Stang replied: "I de- 


cline to answer on the basis of the law- 
yer-client privilege." 


The lawyer persisted In his refusal de- 


spite a ruling by Circuit Court Judge 
Philip J. Romiti that the Truelock state- 
ment was not a confidential' commu- 
nication between attorney and client be- 
cause It was allegedly made in the pres- 
ence of other persons. 


STANG'S REFUSAL to testify oc- 


curred on the fifth day of a special hear- 
ing that has interrupted the trial of Han- 
rahan and his co-defendants on charges 
that they conspired to obstruct justice in 


the investigation of the police raid. 


The hearing is being conducted to de- 


termine the authenticity of four state- 
ments in which Black Panthers allegedly 
admitted firing shots and handling weap- 
ons during the Dec. 4,1969 raid in which 
Panther leaders Mark Clark and Fred 
Hampton were killed. 


The statements contradict testimony 


that Panther survivors of the raid gave 
to the grand jury that indicted Hanra- 
han. Hanrahan's attorneys have in- 
dicated they believe the Panthers per- 
jured themselves and say that may lead 
to dismissal of the indictments. 


The four statements were discovered 


July 22 — after the trial began — by one 
of the special prosecutors who was look- 
ing for other. evidence in the files of 
Black Panther attorneys. Of the four 
statements, only one was signed and 
sworn to. In that statement, Truelock al- 
legedly admitted firing two shots during 
the raid. 


Stang allegedly obtained the statement 


from Truelock about two weeks after the 
1969 raid.

New State Standards For 
School Districts In Works 


Local school districts will find them- 


selves drawing a formal plan for improv- 
ing the education programs they offer if 
new standards for state recognition of 
school districts are approved by Illinois 
School Supt. Michael Bakalis. 


The new standards, which will be used 


to evaluate all Illinois public schools, are 
now in a preliminary draft. Four public 
hearings on the standards have been held 
and revisions will be made before they 
are submitted to Bakalis later this month 
for approval. 


All school districts in the state are 


evaluated by state officials every three 
years. If a district fails to meet the state 
standards, it may not be eligible for 
state aid money. 


The major change in the standards is 


the requirement that all districts submit 
the plan for improving their offerings to 
the state, according to Linda Becker- 
man, an administrative aide in the state 
Department of Recognition and Super- 
vision. 


"The program allows districts more 


flexibility in setting programs and stan- 
dards and will make them more account- 
able to their communities," Miss Becker- 
man said, 


EACH PLAN, to .conform to the stan- 


dards, must include a section assessing 
local education needs, objectives for im- 
provement and activities designed to ac- 
complish them, procedures for eval- 
uating success of improvements and 
procedures for involving the community 
in planning improvements. 


The new standards will require all dis- 


tricts to submit their plans by May l, 
1973, in order to achieve full recognition'' 
from the state. 


Other parts of the standards remain . 


substantially the same as in the past, 


Miss Beckerman said, with standards for 
staff certification and for recommended 
and required programs. 


Miss Beckerman said she expects the 


final revisions on the new standards to 
be completed this month, following meet- 
ings with various statewide education 
groups. Assuming that Bakalis then ap- 
proves, them, she said the new standards 
should be mailed to school districts by 
September. 


"The standards have needed some 


change and improvement," she said. 
"That's why we're doing this."

Stang then took the stand but, with his 
attorney, Frederick Gohh, sitting five 
feet in front of him, refused to answer 
every question put to him concerning the 
Truelock statement. 


In earlier testimony in the special. 


• hearing, it has been alleged that True- 
lock was suspected of being a stool pi- 
geon and of having tipped off police to 
the 19 weapons found in the Panther 
apartment during the 1969 raid! Truelock , 
is currently in the Cook County Jail 
serving time on a gun law violation and 
had previously been convicted of a fel- 
ony. 


Attorney Francis -Andrew, who was 


Slang's co-counsel for Truelock right af-, 
ter the raid, testified last Thursday that 
he had asked Stang to-take the statement 
from Truelock and had made sure it was 
signed and sworn because he wanted to 
protect himself."; - . - • - • • • .

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Door Stuck? Let It Dry Out Before You Start To Plane 


Doors stick for a number of reasons. 


Swelling and warping due to excess 
moisture is the most obvious one and 
heavy rains in many parts of the country 
early this summer probably caused 
much of this trouble. 


But there are other reasons for doors 


to stick. Settling of walls and door 
frames, especially in new houses, is a 
common one. 


The loosening of hinges and other hard- 


ware is another. 


While planing off the excess wood from 


a sticking door is an obvious solution, 
don't grab the plane too quickly. Humid- 
ity does pass and wood dries out. Hard- 
ware can be tightened. 


TAKE THE easiest step first. It may 


be all that is needed. Tighten all the 
screws in the hinges. 


Once you know the problem is not in 


the hinges, examine the door carefully. 


See just where rubbing and sticking oc- 
cur. If your eye doesn't show you, take a 
piece of heavy paper and run it around 
the-edges of the door while the door is 
closed. There should be enough clear- 
ance for it to get all the way around.' 
Where the paper doesn't'slide freely you 
have found rubbing. 


If the ddor sticks at the bottom on the 


outside corner then,the upper hinge is 
not set deep; enough or. the bottom hinge 


.is too'deep. Best procedure is to shim the 
bottom hinge with strips of cardboard 
which will push the door away from the 
frame. 
, 
. . > . 


If the sticking is at the top at the out- 


side, then shim the top hinge. 


If .this procedure doesn't lyork, or if 


sticking is along the edge near the 
middle or in several places, then you 
may have to trim. 
; If the rubbing is in just a few spots, try 


planing just these. You may be able to 
do it without removing the door. If you 
' have to plane along the entire length or 
if the planing has to be done where the 
lock is, remove the door. 


KNOCK the pins out of the hinges, bot- 


tom hinge first, and lift off the door. So 
that you don't have trouble, with resetting 
a lock, do the planing on the hinge side 
of the door. Removing the hinge leaves is 
easier than taking off the lock. Plane 
lightly. When you,reset the hinge leaves, 


deepen the mortise they were in with a 
chisel. 


If the. door sticks at the bottom, re- 


move it and cut off enough so that it 
clears. 
' 


Take off small amounts. If the weather 


is extremely humid, remember that the 
swelling will go back to normal later.

Salary Disputes 


Can Be Eased 


August in the Northwest suburbs 


is not only the month of mos- 


t quitoes, vacations and picnics. In 


the past few years it has become 


•the month of extended arguments 
between teachers and school board 


•' members over teacher salaries for 
• the school year. 


This year is no different. In fact, 


, the two high school districts which 
; serve most of the Northwest sub- 
•urbs — Districts 211 and 214 — 
have yet to end negotiations for the 
new school year. 


• This is the first year that both 
high school districts have been in- 
volved in such disputes at the same 
time. And, as August proceeds,, 
there's the increasing possibility 
that the 25,000 students served by 
both districts could face teach- 
erless classrooms later this month. 


District 211, which serves Pala- 


tine and Schaumburg Twps., is in a 
far more critical position at this 
moment. The teachers and school 
board began talking in February; 
to date, neither side has agreed on 
anything, according to observers, 


At issue are teacher roles in de- 


termining, or helping to determine, 
class size and working conditions. 
It appears that when those issues 
are resolved, both sides can begin 
talking about salaries for the 1972- 
73 year. 


Only three weeks remain for a 


settlement, for classes in Dist. 211 
are scheduled to begin on August 
25. There's no provision for extend- 
ing last year's contract, a fact that 
hikes the threat of a strike. 


In Dist. 214, serving Wheeling 


and Elk Grove Twps., talks are in 
the hands of a fact-finding panel, 
which probably will make a recom- 
mendation shortly for a settlement. 
If the settlement is not accepted by 


both sides, the fact-finding report 
will be made public. 


This impasse procedure is in- 


corporated in the 1971-72 Dist. 214 
contract. 
If no settlement 
is 


reached by Labor Day, the old con- 
tract will be extended — thus pro- 
viding considerable optimism for 
the hope that a strike won't occur 
in Dist. 214 


There is no cause for panic, at 


this moment, as far as both dis- 
tricts are concerned. Especially in 
Dist. 214, both sides are making an 
earnest effort to break the impasse. 
Indeed, fewer basic issues need to 
be resolved in the Dist. 214 negotia- 
tions. 


For both districts, however, and 


especially Dist. 211, it is obvious 
that a strike would serve the best 
interests of no one. Perhaps it 
would lead to a psychological victo- 
•ry for teachers or the board; it ob- 
viously would hurt the educational 
process for 8,000 or so students. 


Before the first school day looms 


too large, we urge both sides to ex- 
amine their own positions and to 
consider what can be sacrificed for 
the good of the children. Both 
board and teacher have that obli- 
gation to the public. 


Beyond the root causes — which 


include personal stubbornness — 
lies a structure which encourages 
this annual conflict. A collective 
bargaining act and greater state 
funding of public education would 
ease these useless conflicts. 


The specific issue today, how- 


ever, is not one of needed legisla- 
tion. It is the fact that reasonable 
people on both sides of the bargain- 
ing table must give up something 
before a settlement can be reached 
and the best interests of our child- 
ren will be served. 


Bunker's Humanity 


Is there any social significance 


in the fact that for the second year 
in a row the comedy series "All in 
the Family" dominated television's 
Emmy Awards? 


According to some critics, the 


popularity of the show means that 
"Bigotry has become respectable" 
We are all Archie Bunkers at 
heart but don't have the nerve to 
be as honest and vocal as he is. We 
may pretend —• or even believe — 
that we are laughing at the always- 
discomfited Archie, but in truth we 
are secretly identifying with him. 


Couldn't it be that the show's 


popularity is nothing more than a 
reflection of its excellence? 


The show is simply funny. The 


writing is of a consistently high 
standard, treating what really are 
delicate^ and serious subjects with 
just the right touch of irony and, 
above all, humor. 


. Archie, surrounded by "ding- 
tots" and "meatheads" and "dif- 
ferent" people who threaten his 


psychological security, week after 
week has his prejudices exploded 
in his face, and week after week 
keeps coming back with more prej- 
udices. 


Maybe through him 
we ex- 


perience a sort of catharsis that 
enables us to look at, and laugh at, 
those aspects of Archie Bunker 
that lie deep within ourselves. 


Or maybe we just like to see the 


look on his face when, once again, 
he's proved wrong. 


But what raises the series to its 


high level is the fact that Archie is 
more than a straw man set up to 
be knocked down to prove a point 
in each show. He is a human'being 
we have grown to know and — 
stifle the thought — even to love. 


Rather than making bigotry re- 


spectable, 
Archie 
Bunker has 


taught us that when we deny the 
humanness of the bigot or the rac- 
ist we are just practicing a differ- 
ent form of bigotry.

Nixon Appeals To Labor 


Top-level advisers to President Rich- 


ard M. Nixon met quietly in Chicago 
Monday with some of the biggest names 
in Illinois labor 


It was a meeting which could not have 


been organized 30 years ago - Or four 
years ago. 


The two men from Washington came to 


present the case for organized labor sup- 
port of a Republican President. 


They neither asked nor received prom- 


ises of support for Richard M. Nixon, but 
they went away with the clear knowledge 
that the attitude of these union chieftains 
toward the candidate of "labor's party" 
was nothing short of hostile. 


The visitors were Donald Rogers, 


White House labor consultant who told 
the AFL-CIO representatives that he was 
the first member of a building trades 
union ever given a White House advisory 
post; and Bernard E. DeLury, executive 
director of labor affairs for the national 
Committee for the Re-Election of the 
President. 


The man who brought them together 


with the union leaders was Serrill (Dan- 
ny) Danfield of Des Plaines, veteran 
member of Local 147 of the Painters and 
"Allied Trades Union, and DeLury's Illi- 
nois counterpart on the Nixon com- 
mittee. 


Danfield was disappointed in the num- 


ber of union men — seven — who turned 
out for the meeting. He had previously 
received assurances, he said, from 51 
union officers around the state that thev 
would come to listen to the Nixon side of 
the story. 


Danfield admitted that the meeting 


had been organized on short notice. But 
the number of those who didn't show up 


dramatized the reluctance of laborites to 
associate themselves with the Republi- 
can Parry. 


It also emphasized the significance of 


the presence of the men who were there. 
They were for the most part greying 
men in dignified business suits who are 
in their third and fourth decade in the 
labor movement and the Democratic 
Party.

Rogers is one of them, a veteran of 20 


years in Pennsylvania union politics, and 
still a Democrat He had told the Presi- 
dent, he declared, that if any other can- 
didate but George McGovern had won 
the nomination, Rogers would not have 
involved himself in the reelection effort 


But the labor leaders were reticent 


with the Nixon representatives. Thirty 
years of suspicion of Republicans does 
not fade easily. 


Rogers told them their suspicions had 


been well founded in the past. But the 
reason, he said, was simply that the Re- 
publican Party had never understood the 
problems of construction, unions. 


His presence in the White House, he 


said, was testimony to Nixon's desire "to 
build bridges of understanding" between 
the Republican Party and the building 
trades. For the last three years, he de- 
clared, the Nixon administration had 
been seeking "input" at the White Housa 
level from labor representatives. 


His goal now is to enlist active support 


from union members and to forge a coali- 
tion in the next four years. 


The labor leaders made one point with 


Rogers, that they cannot "deliver" their 
membership to Republican ranks. No- 
body tells them how to vote, they insist- 
ed, and nobody tells their rank-and-file 
how to vote. 


But these are men who control the 


money and the machinery of their organ- 
izations. They are movers and shakers in 
the labor movement, and they did not 
achieve their positions by failing to win 
votes. 


It was apparent throughout the meet- 


ing that George McGovern would receive 
no help from these men. One told Rogers 
that many labor people are simply fig- 
uring an sitting this one out. 


But Rogers warned them that might 


not be enough. If the election is a close 
one, they may in effect elect George 
McGovern unless they work actively for 
Nixon. 


With Nixon in the White House, he told 


them, the door of the Republican Party 
is open to labor "If you have a problem, 
call me," he said. "Just ask for the 
White House." 


The meaning of that invitation, which 


would not have come from a Republican 
White House 30 years ago — or even four 
years ago — was not lost on the union 
leaders.^ 


, Still, they are waiting. "I have my 
union's endorsement in my pocket right 
now," one told Rogers. "You can guess 
who it is for." 


But as they left the meeting, another 


veteran labor leader said to a compan- 
ion, "Well, it looks like for the first time 
in my life I'm going to have to go for a 
Republican."

NEW YORK (UP1) - A few months 


•80 an awoclate profeMor of algebra at 
a Philadelphia technical inttitute re- 
ceived a «0l check from his publisher. It 
represented royaltiN from 1871 tiles of a 
textbook on linear algebra which is used 
in several developing countries in Africa 
and the Middle East. 


While *201 may not be a lot to some, it 


was needed by the professor who is sup- 
porting a family of five on an annual 
salary of about $12,000. 


The widow of a former professor of 


mechanical engineering at a south- 
western college recently received a for- 
eign royalty check for 9930. The deceased 
husband's textbooks, one on thermody- 
namics and the other on machine design, 
have been used abroad for 30 years. And 
the royalties have been an essential part 
of the widow's annual income. 


THE YOUNG professor and the widow 


may lose this income from future sales 
in developing countries if revisions to an 
international copyright treaty now pend- 
ing before Congress are ratified. Hear- 
ings before the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee were scheduled to begin Aug. 
2. 


The question the committee will con- 


sider is a delicate one: The rights of an 
individual to protect his intellectual pro- 
duction vs. the rights of backward na- 
tions to educate their citizens through 
published literature. 


The emergency of developing countries 


has created a vast market for textbooks 
and other instructional materials. A re- 
cent study found that 63 per cent of the 
world's school children live in developing 
countries. Eighty countries in South and 
Central America, Asia, Africa, the 
Middle East and parts of Europe qualify 
as "developing." 


These countries have campaigned for 


years for "freer access" to educational 
material. Specifically, they want the 
right, if private negotiations fan to result 
in terms agreeable to them, to translate 
and reproduce educational material with- 
out permission of the copyright owner. 
The amount of payment, if any, would be 
left to the discretion of the developing 
country. It could be minimal, or in 
blocked currency, or almost nothing at 
all. 


THE ISSUE came to a head at a diplo- 


matic conference in Paris last year. Af- 
ter much maneuvering and infighting, 
revisions to existing treaties were ham- 
mered out. They gave developing coun- 
tries what they wanted. Now the revi- 
sions await ratification by the United 
States and other countries. 


While recognizing the need to help 


backward nations, certain U.S. authors 
and publishers feel that ratification 
would open the door to a potentially mas- 
sive giveaway. They feel that words, 
ideas and artistic concepts flowing from 
men's minds should be protected just as 
vigorously as the products flowing from 
their mills and plants. 


Earnings For Railroads 
Improve With The Economy 


The railroad industry has been one of 


the important beneficiaries of the econo- 
my's accelerated economic expansion, 
say economists at Chicago's Northern 
Trust Bank. 


The industry's net income for the first 


quarter of 1972 was double that of the 
1971 first quarter, even though freight 
volume got off to a slow start this year. 


"The welcome improvement in earn- 


ings," says Northern Trust's economic 
newsletter "Business Comment," "ap- 
pears to have been largely attributable 
to a combination of rate increases, sav- 
ings arising from the discontinuance of 
passenger service, and the benefits de- 
rived from the investment tax credit." 


Small Business 
Loans Set Mark 


Record-breaking $62,838,737 in loans 


were approved by the Small Business 
A d m i n i s t r a t i o n s Illinois during 
recently-concluded fiscal year 1972. 


The total exceeded by 49.8 per cent the 


previous record of $41,928,934, estab- 
lished in fiscal 1971. 


"1 believe this is another example of 


the fact that the SBA in recent years has 
become a highly effective tool in the ef- 
fort to stimulate the nation's economy," 
Midwestern regional director Robert 
Dwyersald. 


He termed "particularly significant the 


fact that SBA loan figures in Illinois 
have increased by more than 600 per 
cent in the last four years." 


The moat spectacular gain in Fiscal 


1972 was recorded In the 36 northernmost 
counties of Illinois, which are serviced 
by the SBA's Chicago office. 


In thit area, the SBA approved 715 


loans for $46,398,672, an increase of 62.8 
per cent over last year's putput. 


The agency's Springfield Branch Of- 


fice, which service* the state's 66 south- 
ernmost counties, increased its dollar 
volume by 23.4 per cent with 277 approv- 
als for $16,440,065. 


Earnings rebounded sharply in 1971 


from a 32-year low experienced in 1970, 
but even this improvement did not repre- 
sent a return to prosperity for the rails, 
says the newsletter. 


Railroad operating revenues have 


failed to keep pace with the growth of 
over-all economic activity in the United 
States throughout the postwar period. 
Declining mail and passenger revenues 
have been partly to blame, but erosion of 
the industry's once commanding position 
as a freight carrier has been most 
serious, says the bank. 


Motor freight carriers, oil pipelines, 


and air cargo have'all been gaining in 
importance, reducing the rails' freight 
market share from over 50 per cent in 
1954 to 38.6 per cent in 1971. 


Rails remain the nation's largest haul- 


er of goods, however, and innovations in 
equipment and service — such as "pig- 
gybacking" — have been employed to 
counter the inroads of other carriers.

"dire predictions" earlier this year. 


He said the sales figures were based

Hospital Group Urges 
Reforms In Rate Review 


To alleviate what it calls serious finan- 


cial problems caused by the current 
b a c k l o g of hospital rate increase 
requests before the federal Price Com- 
mission, the American Hospital Associ- 
ation has called on the Exception Review 
Section to "approve immediately all ex- 
ception requests, subject to possible fu- 
ture adjustment when finally reviewed, 
which have been submitted to the Price 
Commission more than three months 
ago." 


In a letter to the nation's nearly 7,000 


AMA-member institutions, Dr. Madison 
B. Brown, acting president of the AHA, 
said, that "unless a simplified method 
for exception review" is initiated and 
"additional manpower are allocated to 
the exception process, a critical financial 
crisis will be facing the nation's hospi- 
tals." 


According to the AHA, the Price Com- 


mission has an estimated backlog of 350 
requests from individual institutions for 
rate increases in excess of the 6 per cent 
allowed without consent from the com- 
mission. Many of these requests are 
more than six months old. 


DR. BROWN SAID that, based on an 


AHA survey, aa estimated 20 per cent of 
the nation's community hospitals will be 


required to make application for an ex- 
ception by the end of September Since 
the current level of requests is only 
slightly more than 5 per cent of the total 
hospitals, this would mean a tripling in 
the volume of exception requests. 


The AHA recommended that the sec- 


tion- 


Approve immediately all exception 


requests — subject to possible future ad- 
justment when finally reviewed — which 
have beeiKSubmitted to, the Price Com- 
mission more than three months ago in 
order to remove much of the existing 
backlog of requests. 


—Develop a simplified and equitable 


method of review for all future exception 
requests in accordance with a reasonable 
time bmit for final decision, such as 30 to 
60 days 


—Employ the necessary additional 


staff to insure that a fair review could be 
guaranteed and the established time 
deadline could be met 


Dr. Brown said the most recent Con- 


sumer Pnce Index data suggest that hos- 
pital charges rose 3.47 per cent from 
September, 1971, to May, 1972, in con- 
trast to an eight per cent increase in the 
previous years for the comparable peri- 
od.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Here's some 


advice you may or may not ever need- 


—Don't eat raw bear meat Not even 


bear "Jerky" Might give you trichinosis 


—Don't eat the Livers of huskies Es- 


kimos have known from ancient times 
the unwisdom of doing so Some polar 
explorers didn't. So they suffered. 


—Don't eat the liver of the Arctic 


bearded seal It is even more dangerous 
than huskies' hyers 


—Avoid polar bear liver, too 
The villain in all these livers is concen- 


trated vitamin A, which makes people 
sick with "hypervitaminosis." 


THE ADVICE ABOUT not eating un- 


cooked bear meat conies from the Amer- 
ican Medical Association (AMA) Bears, 
like pigs, harbor trichinosis organisms 
No one, of course, would think of eating 
uncooked pork 


In people, trichinosis organisms get 


into the body tissues causing many mis- 
eries — muscle pain, stiffness, weakness, 
painful breathing, swelling around the 


eyes, rash, loss of weight and high fever 
lasting for weeks 


"Complications," according to the 


AMA Journal, "include general prostra- 
tion, pneumonia, and sudden heart fail- 
ure " 
v 
The journal said eating raw polar bear 


meat may have killed three Swedish bal- 
loomsts in 1897 


In October, 1970, an Idaho hunting par- 


ty shot an apparently healthy black 
bear He cut the meat into thin, narrow 
strips for ]erky,'made by soaking the 
strips in brine for three days and smok- 
ing them for two days Only one of the 18 
members who ate the meat escaped all 
signs of trichinosis. 


Three other modern outbreaks of hu- 


man trichinosis caused by eating bear 
jerky or rare bear meat steaks have 
been reported. 


NOBODY KNOWS how many bears are 


shot and eaten But said the AMA Jour- 
nal, it is estimated that trichinosis in- 
fection among bears in the United States 


is "four times/greater than the preva- 
lence m garbage-fed swine " 


The advice about not eating certain an- 


imal livers comes from an article in the 
Chemical & Engineering News. 


Some polar explorers, fallen on hard 


times , dined on their huskies, and suf- 
fered severe illness from eating the dog's 
livers. 


Zoologist R. V Southcott of the South 


A u s t r a l i a n Museum discovered,the 
apparent reason — huskies' livers con- 
tain extremely high concentrations of 
Vitamin A A little more than 3 5 ounces 
of husky liver would be toxic to man. 


The Arctic bearded seal liver is even 


more dangerous, and polar bear liver 
also is on the don't-eat hst. 


But the southern elephant seal and the 


Weddell seal of Antarctica, although 
they accumulate vitamin A, are consid- 
ered safe

the article said, "would endanger the

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The Lighter Side 
Nation Can Expect Oratory Epidemic

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Most of us 


have become relatively Immune to 
statistics. We are no longer flabber- 
gasted, thunderstruck or bowled over by 
figures that are flabbergasting, thun- 
dwstriking or overbowling. 


Thii is particularly true in Washington 


where the smallest unit of exchange is 
the billion and the national debt is com- 
puted in light years. 


Despite being statistically jaded, how- 


«ver, I found myself reeling a bit this 
week before some "staggering" data 
that emerged from the International 
Platform Association (IPA). 


Here for the organization's 70th annual 


convention, an IPA spokesman unleashed 
some updated estimates on the extent of 
the oratorical epidemic that is raging 
across the land. 


HE SAID the IPA, with a membership 


of about 13,000 speakers, lecture bureaus 
and program chairmen, would generate 
at least 195,000 speaking engagements 
this year. And that is only a drop in the 
bucket. 


Or, to choose a more appropriate 


metaphor, a wheeze in the windstorm. 


For it is calculated that more than two 
million speeches will be made in New 
York Cky alone. 


"We can't give a hard figure" on/the 


national total, the IPA official said. "The 
estimates, however, are staggering!" 


But statistics, as previously noted, are 


comparatively meaningless. To appre- 
ciate'the true magnitude of the lecture 
circuit expansion; you've got to be a par- 
ty to it. 


As I was the other evening when Newt 


Faglie from down the street invited me 
over to his place for a copkout.

When hotel and motel guests order meals 
served in their rooms, the tray will be 
accompanied by an after-dinner speaker,, 
he explained. 


Fairtongue added that he personally

Dear Or. Lamb — Would it be possible 


for a woman past 50 to develop progeria? 
She has been a heavy cigarette smoker 
for about 35 years. She started pre- 
mature aging about two years ago. Her 
face is so full of tiny wrinkles she looks 
80 and is shriveling up like a mummy. 
Also she's getting bald. Is there some 
particular vitamin she could take that 
would help her skin? She is not over- 
weight but she refuses to have a 
checkup. 


Dear Reader — No. Progeria is a dis- 


ease that affects infants and children. It 
is an endocrine disorder which results in 
a 10-or 12-year-old boy having many of 
the manifestations of a 70-or 80-year-old 
man, 
including heart disease and bald- 


ness. A person who starts developing 
sips of aging at 50 wouldn't be in that 
category at all. 


There are some points in your letter 


worth noting. Heavy cigarette smokers 
are inclined to marked wrinkling of the 
face, particularly the crow's feet at the 
edge of the eyes and the network of fine 
wrinkles, The heavy smoker may have a 
wrinkled face similar to that of a person 
20 years older than his actual age. 


If more women realized that heavy 


cigarette smoking caused premature ag- 
ing of their face, specifically deep 
wrinkling, they might think twice about 
their habit. You can do a little test on 
this and look around at your acquaint- 
ances and you will note that the heavy 
smokers more often have more deeply 
wrinkled faces than your friends who are 
nonsmokers. 


There are many causes for loss of hair, 


but it is more common in women when 
they reach the middle years or change in 
life. 


The lady that you mentioned should 


have a medical examination. She may 
have a marked change in endocrines as- 
sociated with the change in life. If this is 
the case and there is no other problem, 
she might benefit from female hormones. 


Dear Dr. lamb — Can you give me 


some information about wearing an 
IUD? I have had one about 10 years now 


and I have never had any trouble with it, 
not even at the beginning. I haven't had 
a pelvic examination except for cancer 
smears in six years. I can't feel the IUD, 
but then I never could that I remember. 
Several of my friends who have worn 
them have recently told me that it is 
very dangerous to wear one this long as 
it can work itself into the tissues and 
cause cancer. Now I'm worried. I'm 32 
years old. Is there any truth to this? 


Dear Reader — Don't worry! You've 


been listening to uninformed people who 
would do better to do more listening and 
less talking. There is no evidence that 
the IUD causes cancer. With extensive 
reading .1 haven't observed a single re- 
ported case of cancer that has. been 
proved to be caused by the IUD. Nor is 
there any evidence that it works itself 
into the tissues of the womb. I do ap- 
prove, however, of regular examination, 
but perhaps you've been getting one in 
conjunction with your cancer smear. If 
there were any real danger in your using 
the IUD, your doctor would have told you 
so.

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Stamp Notes 
New Issues To Salute Olympic 
v v - r

Four U.S. pottage stamps saluting the 


Olympic Games will be issued in Wash- 
ington, D.C. Aug. 17, preceding the sum- 
mer game* at Munich, Germany/The 
winter games were held at Sapporo, Ja- 
pan. 


Four denominations — 6 cents, 8 cents, 


11 cent* and IS cents — depict an adapt- 
ation of the official symbol of four 
sports: cycling, bobsled racing, skiing 
and footracing. The stamps will be print- 
ed separately. 


The stamps reflect the geographical 


scope of the Olympics. Three of the 
stamps are for postal rates effective in 
the United States, Mexico and Canada — 
8 cento for postal cards, 8 cents for sur- 
face mail and 11 cents for air mail. Fif- 
teen cents Is the surface letter rate and 
air mail post card rate beyond the U.S., 
Mexico and Canada. 


LANCE WYMAN of New York City is 


making his debut as a designer of U.S. 
stamps. He has, since 1967, produced 39 
stamp designs for Mexico and has six 
more commissioned. 


His designs are paper collages in five 


colors — red, yellow, blue, black and 
green which are overlapping silhouettes 
of the athletes which create an illusion of 
motion. Wyman's unusual treatment was 
Descending a Staircase" — a painting 
that created a sensation at the 1913 ar- 
mory art show in New York City. 


All of the horizontal stamps are on a 


white background. The Olympic symbol, 
. five interlocking circles in black, yellow, 
blue, red and green, are set on the 
"U.S." The stamps will be printed on the 
Andreotti press in these initial quan- 
tities: 6 cents — 40 million; 8 cents —135 
million; 11 cents — 40 million; 15 cents 
— 20 million.

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Insufficient 
Training Imperils Security Guards, Public

The security guard watching you as 


you browse through merchandise at the 
neighborhood shopping center may be 
dangerous to you, himself and his em- 
ployer. 


Because of their lack of knowledge and 


training, security guards have been criti- 
cized for acting impetuously in protect- 
ing their assigned domain, sometimes 
causing Injury to an innocent person re- 
sulting to a jail sentence for the guard 
and lawsuits for his employer. 


In the last decade the number of per- 


sons employed by private contract guard 
services has doubled. Those employed in 
the private sector of the security field 
number about 290,000. This makes up 36 
per cent of all security personnel in- 
cluding public and private police and 


government guards. 


Because of the tremendous growth in 


the private security industry, the U.S. 
Justice Department has taken a closer 
look at the guards hired to supplement 
public police. 


In a recent study commisioned by the 


National Institute of Law Enforcement 
and Criminal Justice of the Justice De- 
partment, the Rand Corporation "think 
tank" described the typical guard as "an 
aging white male, poorly educated, usu- 
ally untrained, and very poorly paid." 
The report said the average guard is be- 
tween 40 and 55'years old. Younger stu- 
dents and teachers sometimes work part- 
time. 


GUARDS COMMONLY team about 


their duties from an on-the-job training 
program and many never get any formal 
instruction on the laws of the state in 
which they operate or the extent of their 
authority.

"Trained and responsible guards are 


desperately needed, but in general, the 
level of training is low," Robert Dodge, 
industrial security instructor at Harper 
College, said. 


Dodge said much of the problem stems 


from the low wages paid to security 
guards. "The average salary for a secur- 
ity guard in the area is a little under $3 
an hour for guards employed by a secur- 
ity agency and a little more for guards 
employed by an'individual company. 


"This means that we usually get the 


people who are older or not as well 
trained for these positions," he said. 
"The companies should raise wages high 
enough to attract good people. They need 
to remember, they're not hiring a body, 
they're hiring a brain." 


One of the few private security ser- 


vices .in the Northwest suburbs with a 
formal training program for its guards is 
the Illinois Counties Detective and Patrol 
Agency in Mount Prospect. 


KENNETH FLETCHER, owner and 


chief of Illinois Counties, said his com- 
pany currently has 40 hours a year of 
classroom instruction in addition to on- 
the-job training, but he wishes there was 
time for 200 hours more 


Fletcher said the course, offered each 


spring, is training for the firm's new em- 
ployes and a refresher course for the 
"old hands." It includes lectures on in- 
dustrial security, investigations, first aid, 
narcotics, 
traffic control, firefighting 


p r o c e d u r e s , public relations and 
sidearms practice. 


Many other agencies in Ihe area re- 


ported the cost of a formal training pro- 
gram was prohibitive, but each empha- 


sized that a newly hired guard was given 
some type of instruction, usually by the 
manager, before going out on his own. 
~ 


A security guard is not a policeman. 


But because of the nature of his ]ob, the 
guard sometimes finds his duties overlap 
the role of the policeman. Like the po- 
lice, the guard is charged with protecting 
life and property, but the guard's respon- 
sibilities extend only as far as the 
grounds of his employer. 


EVEN ON THE property of his em- 


ployer, the security guard's powers are 
limited, especially in the use of a gun. 


Dodge said one of the most potentially 


dangerous situations is when an un- 
trained guard is armed with a gun with- 
out really knowing how or when to use it. 


"If a company decides to arm its 


guards, it better have a good weapons 
training program, a legal program to ex- 
plain when arms can be used, a thorough 
personnel screening program and it 
should provide adequate weapons, liabil- 
ity insurance and employe compensation 
in case the guard is injured while pro- 
tecting the company," he said. 


"The illegal use of a weapon by a 


guard can result in voluntary man- 
slaughter with a penalty of one to 20 
years in prison or subject both the guard 
and his company to a lawsuit," attorney 
Edward Downs, Prospect Heights, said. 


Downs, who teaches a criminal law 


course .at Harper College, said a few 
years ago a security guard shot and in- 
jured a man taking food from a vending 
machine in a Northwest suburban hospi- 
tal. As a result of the incident, the guard 
was fired, and a lawsuit was slapped on 
the hospital, he said. 


ACCORDING TO Illinois statutes, a se- 


curity guard can use/force likely 'to 
cause death or great bodily barm only if 
the guard "reasonably believes that such 
force is necessary to prevent imminent 
death or great bodily harm to himself or 
another, or the commission-of a forcible 
felony" (armed robbery, arson, murder, 
rape, kidnaping). 
More to Come (lOall 


There are state licensing regulations 


for anyone engaged in the private detec- 
tive business, but there are few laws set- 
ting standards for the individual security 
guard. In Illinois, statutes require a se- 
curity guard to be at least 21 years old 
and a citizen of the United States with no 
convictions for any felony or any crime 
involving moral turpitude. 


Recently Rolling Meadows passed a lo- 


cal ordinance regulating the activities of 
private policemen and police-for-hire 
firms in that city. The ordinance re- 
quires security guards to register with 
the city police. It also sets standards for 
their uniforms so they will not be mistak- 
en for'public police. 
/ 


Besides the limited powers of'a private 


security force, the main difference be- 
tween a private guard and a policeman 
is that the guard's job is to prevent, de- 
tect and report crimes on orivate proper- 
ty. The policeman's job is general law 
enforcement and apprehension of crimi- 
nals. 


Security personnel have been criticized 


for lack of training, but there are few 
places other than police academies 
where the necessary training is avail- 
able, and many of the better security 
guards and security managers are for- 


mer city or military policemen. 


Harper College in Palatine is one of 


the few schools in the Chicago area 
where a prospective security manager 
can learn how to set up an effective se- 
curity force and study the laws under 
which he must operate. 


"THE INDUSTRIAL and retail secur- 


ity program at Harper does not teach 
guards bow to handle firearms. We teach 
techniques and the theoretical knowledge 
necessary to be a private security man- 
ager," Dodge said. 


Dodge said guards who have received 


some legal instruction are more con- 
scious when they can or can't act. 
"When the guards and security man- 
agers know what the law is, they'll have 
a better idea when a person is violating 
it and what to do," he said. 


Dodge said he sees greater federal 


pressures in the future for companies to 
secure their own businesses against theft 
and fire as well as to provide safe work- 
ing conditions for employes. 


"The National Bank Protection Act has 


forced banks to beef up their'own secur- 
ity, and there is talk of assigning crimi- 
nal penalties to an employer who doesn't 
provide a safe working environment," he 
said. 


"It has^been predicted that by 1980 re- 


tail losses due to employe theft and shop- 
lifting will reach $5.6 billion and more 
than a million persons will be employed 
in private security," Dodge said. 


"We'll never be able to completely stop 


theft, but a trained security force can 
help deny the easy opportunity to com- 
mit crimes against ourselves and proper- 
ty."

When McGovern first got the idea of 


running for president four years ago, he 
went to Burgess for advice. Carl patted 
him on the back. He also gave McGovern 
a check for $5,000. 


"It's worth it to me," said Carl, "just 


to see George McGovern come back 
here." Burgess owns a wild-west tourist 
attraction called Rockerville in the Black 
Hills.

tive mobile home buyers. The tre- 
mendous acceptance of Walt Disney 
World south of Orlando has brought a 
boom to Daytona Beach 75 miles away 
and to Vero Beach 102 miles away. 


Cars waiting to get into Disney World

»s such that mobile home-dealers even 
bid-against'each other for the right to 
rent space-inside a mobile home, park 
when it becomes available. The going 
prices range from $100 io $150. They do 
this so that they .will have a space avail- 
able for a customer who buys a mobile 
home so he may have a place to move it. 


Of course he pays rent on the space 


until It is sold and then recovers his 
rents by passing them on to the custom-, 
er. It's a take it or leave it situation in 
most cases. Dealers in mobile homes of- 
ten admit they lose sales because prop- 
sective customers do not buy because 
they have no place to go. 


Prices in many mobile home park sub- 


divisions usually start around $4000 for 
4500 square foot lots. This is approxi- 


mately 1/8 of an acre.. Each additonel 
500 square feet 'increases the price by 
$500. Some lakefront property lots cost as 
'much'as $9500 for 1/10 of an acre.KEven 
'so, there seems to be a brisk business.

Many of the practices cited are se-

UNDER THE POTERE Equity Pur- 


chase (PEP) program, Hanrahan's firm 
offers to purchase homes for appraised 
valuation, less anticipated expenses of 
re-sales to subsequent buyers. 


In the corporate program which Han- 


rahan started in 1864, POTERE con- 
tracts with companies to take over for- 
mer residences of transferred employ- 


ees, paying cash for their equities. Costs 
are paid by employers. 


In the PEP program, first offered, to 


individual sellers in 1971, estimated costs 
are subtracted from appraised values of 
properties and sellers are offered cash 
for their resulting net equities. If ex- 
penses prove to have v been over-esti- 
mated, a seller is reimbursed after PO- 
TERE's re-sale of the home. If costs ex- 
ceed estimates, however, the loss is cov- 
ered by POTERE and participating real 
estate brokers with no recourse to the 
original seller, Hanrahan pointed .out. 


"Under both programs, a seller can go 


to his new community assured of having 
a known amount of money on an agreed 
date, for purchase of housing there,"

rience for all. 
. Here are the specific suggestions Silfen 
makes to help you make your model 
home inspections pleasurable: 


1. Try to schedule your visits to model 


homes before 2 p.m. on Saturdays and 
Sundays. Generally, the largest crowds 
show up after 2 p.m., which means-you'll 
be able to see and do more if you're not 
caught in the crowd. 


2. Dress comfortably. Women are 


urged to wear low-heel shoes or flats to 
avoid fatigue. High heels are not only 
. more tiring but may cause the wearer to 
trip or to sink into lawns. 


3. Use the designated parking space 


provided by the builder. Avoid parking 
where you'll block drives, walks, and 
other cars. Parking in the right place is 
your assurance that your car won't be 
blocked when you're ready to leave. 


4. Most builders welcome visitors with

children, but hope you either carry 
small toddlers or else hold them firmly 
by the hand.

5. You'll have an easier time, your 


shoes will stay clean, and so will the 
model homes -if you stay on the .walks 
and driveways.

6. Some builders rope off the interior 'of 


the house. This is done primarily to keep 
traffic moving in an orderly manner and 
to keep room interiors looking fresh, so 
it's best to stay behing the ropes. 


7. Furniture in model homes is for 


show, not for use. If everyone used the 
chairs and sofas in a -model home, the 
furnishings would quickly become worn 
and unattractive. If you become tired 
while out visiting model homes, you're 
welcome to use the comfortable chairs in 
the sales or information-office. 
> 


8. To keep the models looking their 


best, most builders keep the water in 
bathrooms turned off. Adequate rest 
room facilities and drinking water are 
available for your use in the sales office. 


9. Because of the heavy traffic through 


model homes, and also because of the 
possible danger to furnishings, most 
builders ask that you don't smoke while 
in the models. 
;. 


10. If you carry a note pad and pencil 


to jot down questions,as you go through a 
model, you'll remember pertinent points 
to discuss later on with the salesman. 
Most builders will be glad to tell you 


where they purchased their furniture, or 
who did their decorating, or anything 
else about the home. 
' 


11. To help keep the model homes com- 


fortable, builders hope you'll close the 
outside doors firmly as you enter and 
leave. This will keep the model warm in 
winter when the furnace is operating and 
cool in the summer, when.the air condi- 
tioning is on. 


12. Carrying food such as popcorn, ice 


cream bars and soft drinks through a 
model inevitably leads to mishaps. 


13. During busy periods, salesmen may 


get tied up with customers and pros- 
pects. They'd 'like to get to you as soon 
as they can, so be patient. When your 
turn comes, the salesman will be happy 
to' spend as much time with you as you 
require. 


14. You're welcome to the literature on 


the model homes in the sales office. But 
since these booklets may cost 50 cents 
each, the builder hopes you'll treat them 
with care and not scoop them up in- 
discriminately. 


15. Builders expect a normal amount of 


wear and tear in model homes. But they 
'will appreciate your thoughtfulness if 
you point out any items that may have 
become broken or out of order. 


"In short," Silfen said, "if you regard 


the model homes just as you would the 
home of a close friend, you'll enjoy it 
more."

"Pending legislative efforts to use the 


power of federal money to influence the 
states to develop statewide land use poli- 
tics would limit the power of all local 
governments, to ?one the use of land 
within corporate limits," recently stated 
Arthur W. Pipenhagen, president o£ the 
Northwest Suburban Board of Realtors.

Report Plenty Oi 
Mortgage Money 
In Available 


Home seekers and sellers alike will be 


cheered by a midyear mortgage report 
from Norman Strunk, executive vice 
president of the United States Savings 
and Loan League. 


Strunk said that while the outlook for 


interest rates later this summer and fall 
is uncertain, there will be plenty of mort- 
gage money on hand and loan terms 
"should be liberal. 


Savings associations make more home 


loans than do any other financial in- 
stitutions. The League, whose member- 
institutions hold 98 per cent of the na- 
tion's $221 billion in savings and loan as- 
sets, 'is the biggest trade association for 


- the business. 


"Earlier, there were fears that the 


supply of mortgage money might begin 
to tighten in the second half," Strunk 
noted, "but these tears have largely dis- 
appeared. 


"Despite a pickup in consumer spend- 


ing as^he economy gained momentum in 
the first half of the year, people contin- 
ued to save at a relatively high rate,— 
and the more they save, the more money 
our institutions have for borrowers. 


"There is also a long-range trend to- 


ward more liberal loan terms'-— longer 
loan terms and lower down payments — 
which is making home ownership pos- 
sible for more people. " ' 


STRUNK POINTED out that these de- 


velopments are good news for all present 
homeowners and potential home sellers 
as well as would-be home buyers. The 


. availability of mortgage money is crucial 


to a strong used home market and con- 
tributes to sounder real estate values ev- 
erywhere. 


But he also reported that while mort- 


gage interest rates eased slightly in 
1972's first half, many contradictory fac- 
tors cloud the outlook for the second half. 


"There's small chance of a substantial 


drop in mortgage rates until it's clear 


. inflation is under control," 'Strunk said. 


"The accelerating business recovery 


could spur credit demaiuTlater this year 
and push all interest rates higher. Bank 
lending rates have already gone up, so 
have corporate bond rates, and if they 
continue to rise, there 'will be upward 
pressures on mortgage rates too. 


"At the same time, government spend- 


ing programs probably .will exceed tax 
receipts by a wide margin in the new 
fiscal year, suggesting that another big 
inflationary federal deficit is possible." 


ANOTHER FACTOR that would tend 


to push rates up is an expected seasonal 


, slowdown • in • -sayings * this 
summer, 


coupled .with a seasonal upswing ' in 
.loans., : i ,'! ..',,'.".; 


On the. other hand, Strunk noted that 


housing construction might ease later 
this year and earlier next year, especial- 
ly in the multi-family field. 


"Apartment vacancy rates have been 


going up in some sections of the coun- 


. try," he said, "and. a slackening in de- 


mand for new apartment 'financing would 
tend to push, rates lower. - 


"The picture could also be affected by 


Federal Reserve policies and the fact 
that this is an election year, which could 
result in Administration moves to keep 
interest rates down." 


In either case, Strunk concluded, the 


credit costs involved in a home purchase 
today are still a bargain. 


"Interest rates' are lower than for 


nearly 'all other types of consumer cred- 
it," he observed, "Historically, any rise 
in' interest 'costs' during" an inflationary 
period is more than; offset by higher 
prices' caused 'by 'escalating land and 
construction costs." '

It's washday morning. 
You've gotten Dad off to the office, the 


kids off to school, the breakfast dishes 
out of the way.

think. Records of appliance service com- 
panies indicate that approximately 40 
per cent of first-year service calls on 
automatic .washers alone are due to such 
oversights.

time is to become familiar with the own- 
er's manual or innstallation guide sup- 
plied by the manufacturer of any. appli- 
ance.

System Makes 
The Job Easy 


Jogging, the newest fad among men 


over 40, is heartily endorsed by most 
doctors. If practiced in moderation it will 
strengthen the heart and lungs. 


But all exercise is not so beneficial. 


Shoveling snow, for instance, is rejected 
almost unanimously by the medical pro- 
fession. The increasing number of heart 
attacks of men in their middle years af- 
ter clearing snow from their walks is too 
high to be ignored. 


One way to eliminate this chore is to 


install automatic snow melting, and the 
National Better -Heating-Cooling Council 
says that in homes equipped with hy- 
dronic heating it can be done with less 
difficulty.

!.2Q Minimum Wage 


A Drop In Suburban 


by MONICA WILCH 


While the issue of the minimum wage 


— which currently has Congress in an 
uproar — may be a serious political con- 
cern, from a practical viewpoint it seems 
to be "much ado about nothing." 


The bill now under consideration would 


guarantee wage earners $2.20 per hour. 
This is a significant increase from the 
existing minimum of $1.60. However, 
when you consider the proposition of ac- 
tually living on either amount, the differ- 
ence becomes negligible. At today's cost 
of living, $2.20 per hour is a drop in the 
bucket. 


Consider the plight of people in the 


northwest suburbs trying to subsist on an 
income of $2.20 per hour. First strike 
against them is that Chicago ranks sev- 
enth among 39 U. S. cities in cost of liv- 
ing. Second disadvantage is that the 
northwest suburbs are not the least ex- 
pensive place to live in the Chicago area. 


NEVERTHELESS, the 1970 census fig- 


urea indicate that a substantial number 
of residents here are hourly wage ear- 
ners. For example, the census showed 
that 1,993 residents of Arlington Heights 
are laborers, a category of occupations 
usually paying hourly rates. Many of 
these people may well be at the min- 
imum wage level. Indeed, any unskilled 
worker who is not associated with a 
union would be dependent on the federal 
minimum wage. In addition, clerical and 
service workers (waitresses, cooks, bar- 
tenders, motel employees) might be sub- 
ject to minimum wages. 


While the statistics used here are 


geared to a family of four, a great many 
persons working for hourly wages may 
be single, divorced, widowed, or sepa- 
rated. Often women are in the position of 
supporting a family — 57 per cent of the 
women in the work force in 1969 had chil- 
dren under 18—and have no skills or 
advanced education.. Thus, they must 
take the kinds of jobs most likely to pay 
minimum wages. Likewise, a young man 
just out of high school, or back from the 
service 
perhaps newly married — 


may be able to find only an unskilled job 
at the lowest wages.permitted by the 
government. 


SO, THE breadwinner in a hypothetical 


family of four who earns the proposed 
minimum hourly wage makes a gross $88 
per week (based on 40 hours), but brings 
borne only $75 after taxes.jOut of that he 
must pay for housing, food and clothing 
-at least. 


The economic rule-of-thumb is that 


rent should be approximately one-quar- 
ter of one's monthly earnings; But apart- 
ments in the northwest suburbs start at a 
minimum of $125 per month, according 
to the Woodfield Report issued in 1970 
(since then rents have gone up), and that 
figure applied only to.Hoffman Estates. 
The next lowest rental figure was $150, 
with some suburbs such as Arlington 
Heights and .Mount' Prospect having 
rents from $18p-$195 up to $350. 


It is, of course, totally inconceivable 


that such a family could ever hope to 
buy a house, since the median home 
value in the northwest suburban area, 
according to irecent figures issued by 
Paddock Publications, is $31,418, and tax 
rates run roughly from $6.20,to $7.10 per 
$100 assessed value.) 


ASSUMING A theoretical 'budget, in 


which $75 goes for rent, the family has 
$225 left after housing costs; for the 
month are paid; assuming the actual 
minimum.rent figure,of $125 (which still 
is less than realistic), the family has 
only $175 left. 


Food costs will virtually "eat up" the 


remainder in oither case. According to 
U.S. Agriculture Department statistics, 
the cost of groceries for a family of four 
in June was $108.25. However, this figure 
is based on national averages; the figure 
for Chicago would be even higher, since 
the cost of meat, poultry and fish here 
rose 2.5 per cent compared ^o 1.3 nation- 
ally, and fruits and vegetables here rose 
6.9 per cent, compared to 2.7 nationally. 


At this point, the budget shows $117 re- 


maining, while in reality the family is 
down to $67 at most. The next item of 


necessity is clothing. 


.THERE IS a spot of good news here, 


: since "the cost of apparel and its upkeep 
was down one-tenth of one per cent in 
,-June, according to the U.S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. Moreover, federal price 
controls prevent any sizable price in- 
creases in clothing at present. 


A spokesman for the J.C. Penney Co. 


said that 62 per cent of Penney's new fall 
apparel will be priced the same as in 
1971, while 28 per cent will be lower. 
Only 10 per cent of the company's mer- 
chandise will show a price increase, due 
to higher cost of raw materials. 


However; one1 of -the most basic and 


essential Items of apparel — shoes — are 
due to go up in price. Already an ex- 
pensive! commodity If one buys shoes of 
reasonably durable quality, a pair of 
shoes is predicted to cost, $2 to $5! more 
this fall due to a shortage of leather on 
the world market. 
, 


AT THIS point, the wage earner's pay- 


check has been pretty well obliterated — 
and we "haven't even considered such 
costs as utility bills, car! payments or 
transportation fares, medical "expenses, 
and insurance. 
. 
• 


Although the< foregoing is an over-sim- 


plification of a complex economic situ- 
ation, the nearly insuperable gap be- 
tween the minimum wage and the cur- 
rent cost of living caunoTbe denied. Ob- 
viously, a wage earner making $4,576 an- 
nual gross income is not going to be liv- 
ing the typical life of 'a middle class 
northwest suburbanite, whose average 
salary is $14,148. 


But he still must buy food and he must 


have housing. And if he chooses to,live in 
this area — as more and more such fam- 
ilies are doing — he must somehow meet 
these costs. Even for a family'living in a 
lower economic neighborhood' in Chicago, 
food prices will be as high or higher, and 
rent' will probably take more than the 
theoretical 25 per cent of a wage ear- 
ner's paycheck.

Frank ,Gehry, doesn't eat his giant card- 
board sandwiches — he makes -fashion- 
able furniture from them. 


Gehry hit upon the idea of cardboard 


furniture while building scale model 
homes and towns with the medium. No- 
ticing the versatility and durability of the 
cardboard when affixed in layers,, he 
pursued the possibilities.

Imagination took the helm and the ar- 


chitect formed a company, Easy Edges, 
.to manufacture his paper furniture de-

The process involves laminating layer 


upon layer of corrugated cardboard (ply- 
wood fashion) with a water-proof -glue. 
Razor-sharp cookie cutter-type machines 
stamp out the tables, chairs, consoles 
and other designs. Sanding smooths the 
rough edges.' ' 


Gehry has demonstrated the stability 


of his furniture by jumping'ape-fashion 
from chair to chair, or table. As further 
proof, he's shown that two of the small 
decorator cubes win support a Volkswag- 
en.

THE EARTH-TONE pieces have a 


iacy, suede-like, surface which tends to 
disguise the "paper" medium. One shop- 
per walked'by a display of the furniture 
without realizing it was cardboard until 
the second time around. 


Comments like "Oh, it's really 'card- 


board,"'or "So^this^is the new paper fur-, 
niture" are not unusual. Charming quali- 
ties belie notions^ dull, drab cardboard 
used only for packing and shipping. 


The surface of the designs can be var- 


nished if desired or a special wax finish 


can be applied,for increased stain resis- 
tance. 


However, it is usually not necessary. 


Liquids can be mopped up; cigarette 
burns'can be sanded or brushed away 
with a'bristle brush. A vacuum cleaner 
is recommended'for lifting crumbs and 
dust from the tables and chairs for ma- 
jor clean-ups. 


THE MANUFACTURERS claim that a 


blow torch can be applied or that a table 
, top can be smeared with catsup and the 
finish will not be mined or even show 
signs of abuse.'

Theoretically, the pieces are disposable 


and could be recycled. 


Although only on the market for a few 


months, Easy Edges furniture is gaining 
popularity according to Frank Schmitt, 
manager of Petersen Interiors, Arlington 
Heights. 


"I think it's some of the best paper 


furniture on the market," he said. 
, "There's a lot more design to it than in 
some of the earlier attempts." 


"EASY EDGES will hold up," Schmitt

The current line includes a rocker, an

this particular controversy unnoticed. 
With all the food limitations on the mar- 
ket, you really can't be sure what you're 
getting when you order from a restau- 
rant menu. 


THE FEDERAL regulations do not ap- 


ply to restaurants unless they are an in- 
terstate business, according to Blanche 
Stein of the Federal Trade Commission, 
and even restaurant chains are usually 
franchisee!, meaning they are Indepen- 
dently owned. 


However, in the city of Chicago the 


Consumer Sales, Weights and Measures 
Division does have Jurisdiction over this 
area through its deceptive advertising 
ordinance. According to Carol Witherell 
of that department, it Is unlawful to em- 
ploy misrepresentation in advertising 
and to represent merchandise as being of 
a certain quality or grade if it is not. She 
said the law would apply to restaurants 
and that the department would in- 
vestigate if it received any complaints 
along these lines.*

If you bought a new car last year be-

characters on the package — and negli- 
gible vitamin value. 


When taken indiscriminately, vitamins 


are often simply wasted, according to t^e 
AMA spokesman. The AMA recommend! 
that consumers consult their physicians 
to determine their particular vitamin 
needs.

Is Like A Cake Without Frosting 


Most families are big on chicken — 


particularly when it's spit-roasted either 
in the oven or on an outdoor grill and 
basted with a spicy barbecue sauce. Bar- 
becue sauce is kind of like frosting on a 
cake — it's the reason most of us enjoy 
barbecue so rnueh.

However, the bread is still fresh for con- 
sumption several days after the "pull 
date." 


The company pledges that the bread is

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Homemade Breakfast Breads 


Baked To Awaken Sleepy Appetites 


What'* for breakfast? Usually, too 


little. One of the reasons many people 
skip breakfast is because they regard it 
as the dullest meal of the day. The hasty 
dash out the door, tummy empty, is 
more than a nutritional loss. Tests have 
shown that people skipping breakfast 
were slower in reactions, turned out less 
work and used up more energy for the 
same amount of work than those who 
had taken the time to eat. 


Freeh homemade bread and rolls will 


stimulate bored appetites. Breads con- 
tribute thiamine, niacin, riboflavin and 
protein to your diet. The carbohydrate 
they contain is a good source of energy 
for the day's activities. Sugar's main 


role in breadmaking is to produce fer- 
mentation. It reacts with the yeast and 
makes the dough rise more quickly and 
helps the crust to brown. Too much sug- 
ar slows down the action of the yeast 
cells. 


A basic bread recipe such as Butter- 


milk Bread may be varied for breakfast 
as many times as the cook's imagination 
allows, Cheddar cheese added to the 
dough gives it a tangy flavor. The bread 
takes on an interesting shape when 
baked in 6-ounce juice cans. A filling of 
brown sugar, cinnamon and chopped 
walnuts turns the plain buttermilk dough 
into sweet rolls. Change the filling to 
spiced prune and ice the rolls with cow-

dered sugar frosting for a finished ap- 
pearance. Candied fruits and almonds 
transform the basic dough into a festive 
round coffee cake. 


Bread has not escaped the craze for 


herbs and seasonings that has swept this 
county in the last ten years. Herb breads 
are good for breakfast when, served with 
bland flavored dishes such as eggs or ce- 
real. They usually contain sugar to react 
with the yeast for rising but are not as 
sweet as many breakfast rolls. Dill 
Bread has a strong onion and dill seed 
flavor. It is good warmed in foil on a 
grill for a patio breakfast.

pizza sauce, onion, seasonings and grat- 
ed cheese. Broiled until brown, the 
"sandwiches" are then covered with 
Mozarella cheese and additional pizza 
sauce and broiled again until bubbly. 


Marilyn cuts the loaves in 2 to 3-inch 


pieces and serves them as a tasty snack 
with beer. 
. During the summer months she like* to 
make a coffee cake utilizing fresh fruits 
that are in season. 


"My husband is of German descent 


and loves kuchens," Marilyn said. "How- 
ever, as a young bride I wasn't very 
good at yeast doughs," .she admitted 
frankly, "so I was delighted to find a 
good baking powder recipe," The recipe 
is so good that Marilyn has been using it 
for the past 15 years. 


"It is also very quick and easy to pre- 


pare and is made with ingredients one 
always has on hand — except, perhaps, 
the fruit," she said, 


Marilyn is partial to the Italian plums 


which are in abundance this tune of 
year, but she also likes to use peaches 
and apples. 


"The kuchen is at its best fresh from 


the oven," she remarked. Along with 
winning the approval of her husband, it 
also makes a hit with their children, 
Kyle, 14, and Jean, 12.

The U.S. Department of Agriculture 


(USDA) is soliciting views from con- 
sumers to determine whether there is a 
distinctive style or type of product recog- 
nized as "Italian Sausage." • 


USDA's Animal and Plant Health In- 


spection Service (APHIS) has received a 
petition to label a product as "Italian 
Style Sausage." Federal meat inspection 
regulations require that terms referring 
to a locality different than that in which 
the product is prepared may appear on 
the label only when qualified by the 
word, "style" or "type." When the word, 
"style" is used, there must be a recog- 
nized style of product identified with and 
peculiar to the area represented by the 
geographic term. The product must pos- 
sess characteristics of this style. 
! Details of the proposal — including a 
proposed standard of composition for 
"Italian Sausage" — appearedin the July 
14 Federal Register. Copies are available 
from the Meat and Poultry Inspection 
Administrative Group, APHIS, USDA, 
Washington, D.C. 20250. 


Comments on the proposal should be 


sent in two copies by Sept. 12 to the 
Hearing Clerk, Room 112-A, Washington,

THE USDA IS also seeking public com- 


ments on a revised proposal to set stan- 
dards and labeling requirements for 
country and country-style pork products. 


The revision proposes requirements de- 


signed to ensure that hams and pork 
shoulders labeled "country" of "country- 
style" have characteristics traditionally 
associated with such products — that is, 
that they are properly "dried out" and 
have a high salt content. 
'" 


The revision, if adopted, would require 


processing to ensure that the products 
shrink at least 18 per cent below the 
weight of the raw meat, and to have a 
salt content of at least four per cent. The 
revision would add honey, approved 
sweeteners, and other spices and flavor- 
ing to the list of optional ingredients 
which may be used. Some previous pro- 
posed , curing and aging requirements 
have also been changed slightly. 


As at present, the products would still 


have to be prepared so as to destroy any 
live trichina in the meat. 


Comments and copy requests should be 


directed to the same addresses listed 
above. The deadline is Sept. 11 for com- 
ments on the pork terms.

this parfait. Chill stemmed champagne 
or sherbet glasses. Place slices of fresh 
pineapple to cover the bottom, then top 
with the generous scoop of vanilla or 
peppermint ice cream.

YOUR DOLLAR BUYS MORE AT WILLIAMS 
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New Cookbooks Could Slow Organic Food Boom 


by JEANNE LESEM 


If anything can »low the progress of 


the natural and organic food* boom, it 
may be cookbooks rushed to press in re- 
cent months. 


Even some otherwise good ones are 


flawed by undocumented and thereby 
questionable condemnation of aluminum 
and Teflon-lined cookware as dangerous 
to health; often inadequate cooking di- 
rections; and misinformation, including 
a sauce recipe that calls for 3 table- 
spoons of arrowroot to 1 cup of liquid. 
Arrowroot has twice the thickening pow- 
er of flour, so the suggested proportions 
produced a texture more akin to paste 
than sauce. 


Despite drawbacks, some new publica- 


tions have good ideas for using familiar 
and unfamiliar ingredients. 


Some capsule reviews follow: 
"The Vegetarian Epicure" by Anna 


T h o m a s , Knopf hardcover, Vintage 
Books paperback, Is the first such book- 
to make meatless, fishless. meals sound 
truly appetizing. Recipes include such 
little known dishes as pizza rustica, an 
Italian-cheese-filled main dish pie; al- 
mond and artichoke soups and riosetto, 
AN Italian rice with vegetables casse- 
role. 


"The Eatgood Revival" by Holly Fin- 


lay and Judy Wallace, Hastings House, is 
a charming, hand-lettered production but 
purists doubtless would object to souffle 
marie with packaged tapioca mix and 
apple cake made from a biscuit mix, 
alongside such health food favorites as 
roasted soybeans, home dried beef jerky 
and homemade breakfast cereal contain- 
ing dried fruit and nuts. 


"The Organic Grow It, Cook It, Pre- 


serve It Guidebook" by Barbara and D. 
A, Fenten, Grosset & Dunlap, is valuable 
chiefly for the gardening, canning and 
freezing Information. There's lots of 
practical advice on planting and protect- 
ing produce from natural predators with- 
out endangering people or the environ- 
ment. 


Both Maureen Goldsmith, "The Organ- 


ic Yenta," Atheneum and Crescent Dar- 
gonwagon, "The Commune Cookbook," 
Simon and Shuster, are "into" the lan- 
guage of the counterculture as well as its 
recipes and special ingredients, including 
nutritional yeast, pumpkin, sunflower 
and sesame seeds, alfalfa sprouts, cold- 
pressed oils and tamari soy sauce. The 
texts read like put-ons. 


"COOKING CREATIVELY With Natu- 


ral Foods" by Edith and Sam Brown, 
Hawthorn, resembles a sales pitch for 
the authors' restaurant - bakerystore 
that has been a New York landmark 
since 1936. Many ingredients are desig- 
nated by brand names. Foods I can well 
live without include strawberry corn 
bread, avocado rye bread and a beve- 
rage called cherry chirp, It consists of 
water, nonfat dry milk, brewers yeast, 
lecithin, a soybean product, cherry con- 
centrate and honey. 


Jane Kinderlehrer in "Confessions of a 


Sneaky Organic Cook" Rodale Press, has 
some good cooking ideas, including ways 
of putting life undetectably into ground 
meat dishes. She also advocates self-do- 
sage with vitamins and blames dietary 
deficiences for such diverse ailments as 
anxiety, swollen gums, chapped lips, 
burning feet, varicose veins and back- 
ache. 


Natural foods as they used to be are 


covered nostalgically by Marie Night- 
ingale's "Out of Old Nova Scotia Kitch- 
ens," Scribners, and Sandra Oddo's 
"Home Made," Atheneum. Appealing 
dishes in the former include green to- 
mato mincemeat, scones, folk wines, fid- 
dlehead greens, cinnamon and ostrich 
fern heads gathered before they unfurl

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The Search For Mental Health 
When A Baby Shuns Physical Contact 


Q. My neighbor just told me his wife 


received a social security check for over 
S1,OM. She hasn't worked for a few yean 
because of arthritis and high blood pres- 
sure but Is only 50 years old. How could 
she get this money? 


A. Regardless of age, a disabled per- 


son can get social security benefits if he 
or she has worked enough in work cov- 
ered under social security. If a person 
does not apply immediately after they 
become eligible for benefits, we can go 
back one year from the time be applies 
and pay a retroactive check to cover sev- 
eral months. However, if a person waits 
longer than this, he could lose benefits. A 
pamphlet, "If You Become Disabled" .ex- 
plains the requirements and disability 
program. You can call 239-7000 or con- 
tact your local social security office for 
copies of this pamphlet. 


Q. I will be «5 later this year, and I 


plan to sign up for Medicare. Since over 
half the year will have passed when I 
reach «S, must I still meet the $50 medi- 
cal Insurance deductible for this year be- 
fore medical insurance will help pay my 
bills? 


A. Yes. Even though your medical in- 


surance coverage starts late in the year, 
the $50 annual deductible will have to be 
met before any reimbursement can be 
made on your medical expenses this 
year, and only medical bills after the ef- 
fective date of your medical insurance 
coverage can be counted toward the de- 
ductible. 


However, if you have covered expenses 


In the last three months of a year that 
can count toward your $50 annual deduc- 
tible for that year, these expenses can be 
used again to help you meet the deduc- 
tible for the next year. 


Q. 1 have some social security ques- 


tions, where can 1 go to discuss them 
with a social security representative? 


A. Most social security questions can

Would YOM 
Aid Someone 
In Elevator?

COLUMBUS, Ohio (UP1) - A handful 


of coins clatter to the floor of a crowded 
elevator. 


Although a few people clear their 


throat, no one offers to help the man who 
dropped the change pick it up. So the 
man rounds up his loose coins by himself 
and jots something in a notebook. 


A little later, the man gets in an eleva- 


tor in another building. He drops another 
handful of coins. Again he has to pick 
them up himself. 


That "accident," with its effects on 


passengers dutifully noted, was repeated 
1,500 times in three American cities. 


"The more people on an elevator the 


less likely I was to get help picking up 
the coins," concluded the purposely 
clumsy Dr. Bibb Latane, an Ohio State 
University social psychologist. 


THE ELEVATOR experiment is the 


basis for two major academic papers La- 
time is presenting at psychology confer- 
ences in Tokyo and Honolulu this sum- 
mer. 


Latane's experiments make the point 


that if you need help, it's better to have 
one bystander than a crowd. 


"People are embarrassed — inhibited 


— by other people," Latane said in pre- 
viewing his papers. "I call it diffusion of 
responsibility. 


"If you're alone, all the responsibility 


for action is on you. But if you're only 
one of a. crowd, then diffusion of respon- 
sibility comes in. The responsibility is di- 
vided up. You don't feel you have to act. 
And many people don't." 


Latane, along with some of his stu- 


dents, dropped handfuls of coins or pen- 
cils more than 1,500 times in elevators. 
Latane performed some of the ex- 
periments in Columbus and some in 
Seattle, Wash., where he was a visiting 
professor at the University of Washing- 
ton. 


A GEORGIA STATE University profes- 


sor, Dr. James Dabbs, let coins slip 
through bis fingers in Atlanta elevators 
to contribute to Latane's study. 


"When only one person wa» in the 


elevator, we found he helped pick up the 
coins SO per cent of the time," Latane 
said. "The more people on an elevator, 
the less help the coin dropper got. • 


"When two to four persons were on the 


elevator, an average of 31 per cent 
helped. Wtih five to seven persons 
aboard, 16 per cent reacted. With eight 
or more person*, 4 per cent helped. 


"Men were more likely to give help, 


but if the clumsy person was a wom- 
an, the received assistance more1 often 
than the man," Latane said.

Most babies thrive on affection and 


tenderness. Rarely do infants withdraw 
from physical contact — especially from 
their mothers.. 


Infantile autism is a syndrome that af- 


fects three of every 10,000 newborns. 
Within the first three months of his life 
the infant with autism can be found not 
interacting with its parents like a normal 
baby does. The baby withdraws from 
physical contact and at the age where a 
child should start eye-to-eye contact with 


his mother (one to two months or ear- 
lier) the autistic child will not. 


"Mothers later describe these children 


as perfect," explained Dr. James White, 
a psychiatrist from Galveston, Tex., who 
works with autistic children. "They think 
their child is perfect because he never 
cried or caused trouble. Since the autis- 
tic child'is usually first-born the parents 
don't realize that there's something 
wrong with the infant because they don't 
know how infants behave." 


ACCORDING TO Dr. White, a mother 


usually becomes increasingly aware that 
her child doesn't like to be held. "Often 
the feeding is taken in a very mechanical 
way. Most normal babies respond warm- 
ly to mother when she's feeding while 
the autistic child will take the bottle until 


he's finished and then turn away. Also he 
will frequently lie alone for hours undis- 
turbed without making any noises or cry- 
ing. This is not normal at all." 


Dr. White said the primary defect in 


the autistic child is his lack of language 
by the age of five. Those who don't use 
language at all past the fifth birthday 
have an extremely poor outlook. 


"The best approach to helping an au- 


tistic child is the psycho-educational ap- 
proach which puts emphasis on language 
development. In studies made in Eng- 
land it was found that the more success- 
ful adjustment made in adolescence is 
made by those whildren with more ex- 
posure to higher amounts of educational 
experience or in other words much more 
language stimulation. 


"Another factor which helps," Dr. 


White continued, "is for the parent to ac- 
cept the child's condition and his limita- 
tions and to take an active part in work- 
ing with bun." 


DR. WHITE explained that even with 


the best approach a maximum of 30 per 
cent of those children afflicted with in- 
fantile autism will achieve satisfactory 
social adjustment in adolescence. "This 
means they can return to regular class- 
rooms and can take care of their, own 
personal needs. Of the other 70 per cent, 
23 per cent end up being institutionalized 
because they can never care for them- 
selves and a large per cent later turn out 
to be mentally retarded. The autistic 
child who is institutionalized early devel- 
ops irreversible mental retardation." 


Psychiatrists and physicians do not 


know what causes infantile autism. They 
do know that autistic children are found 
in all socio-economic strata and the pre* 
ponderance are males and more ffrs$ 
born infants are affected but one autisti* 
child in a family doesn't mean there is 
liely to be another. 
* 


"Having an autistic child," added Dr. 


White, "is very difficult for the parent 
It's not like having a retarded child. 
When you get the diagnosis you >have 
some idea what to expect from the re- 
tarded child and what to do about him. 
But you have an autistic child and no one 
knows what to tell you and the parents 
cling to the last bit of hope that maybe 
something will come along."

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The Volunteer Bureau 
A Key Factor In Any Successful Program: Training

Training is the key factor in a success- 


ful volunteer program. 


The Volunteer Service Bureau of 


Northwest Cook County emphasizes dur- 
ing Interviews, consultations and training 
programs that the volunteer needs to 
know what is expected of him. He needs 
to know how to handle possible problems, 
and he needs to know — eventually If not 
right away — how his role fits into the 
total program of the agency he serves. 


Me also needs to know such things as

The Bridge asks for a commitment of 
Pill Linked 
To Certain 
Breast Cancer 


by DELOS SMITH 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Drs. Maurice M. 


Black and Henry P. Leis Jr. are among 
the medical scientists who suspect that 
"the pill" is somehow involved in the de- 
velopment of some breast cancers de- 
spite a present lack of direct evidence. 


They sought indirect evidence and 


found it in 658 women that Leis, a surgi- 
cal specialist in breast diseases, treated 
for breast growths, benign as well as 
malignant, over a six-year period. Black 
was the pathologist who in all cases de- 
termined malignancy or its absence. 


These women were divided into sub- 


groups: (1) those who were under SO at 
the time of treatment; (2) those who 
were over 50; (3) those who were taking 
estrogens, either in "the pill" or as me- 
dication for menopausal disorders; (4) 
those-who weren't: (5) those who had full- 
term pregnancies; (6) those who hadn't. 


OF THE WOMEN UNDER 50 with be- 


nign growths, 39 were regular users of 
"the pill" and 293 were non-users, Twen- 
ty-three per cent of the former and 25 
per cent of the latter had given birth at 
least once, These percentages indicated 
no real difference between the sub- 
groups. 


Of the women with .malignant breast 


growths 23 were on "the pill" and 61 per 
cent of them had never given birth. Of 
the 96 who took no contraceptive.only 28 
per cent had had no full-term pregnancy. 
Among the over-50 women this com- 
parison was similar. 


It was a "highly significant" com- 


parison, Black and Leis emphasized in 
referring to the studies of other scientists 
which showed that childless women are 
at higher risk of breast cancer than 
women who have been through one or 
more pregnancies. 


THEY ALSO relied on another estab- 


lished fact — the estrogens, the hor- 
mones of femaleness which regulate con- 
ception and gestation among other func- 
tions, are somehow involved, although no 
one knows just how, in the origins of 
breast cancers. Contraceptive pills are 
estrogens in one form or another. 


"In view of the widespread con- 


traceptive use of estrogens" there is 
"real urgency" in establishing whether 
added estrogens increase the risk of 
breast cancer in childless women, they 
said in a report to the New York State 
Journal of Medicine. 


Their own study could not provide "a 


direct measurement of such risk" and 
they urged the organizing of large-scale 
studies which could. They hold profes- 
sional rank at the New York City Medi- 
cal College.

Dan Larson 
said applicants came from the Chicago 
area and as far as New York and Cali- 
fornia. 


WALSH WAS ONE of the applicants 


for the job. He said he was looking for 
advancement. 


"I guess it's the ambition of every ca- 


reer-minded policeman to be chief of po- 
lice one day," he said.

ist monk for 11 years at the Abbey of

Special Census Considered 


Elk Grove Village may ask for a spe- 


cial census later this year'to update the 
revised 1970 figure of 21,907 persons, Vil- 
lage Mgr. Charles Willis told the village 
Board of Trustees Tuesday. 


Willis said a letter was received from 


the state last month amending the origi- 
nal population total for April 1970 from 
24,516 to the new figure. He said a reason 
for the change in the census was not giv- 
en.

The design of the buildings, while un- 


usual, are actually a minor part of Inter- 
national Village's appeal'. Mrs. Lynch 
stressed that the residents are out-going 
joiners, oriented toward physical activi- 
ties. They came to the right place.

\ The facilities run the gambit from in- 
door and outdoor pools, sauna baths, jog- 
ging trails, and tennis courts to a lighted 
ice-skating pond, arts and Craft room, in- 
door golf driving range, and basketball 
court. 


Group activities are encouraged by a 


full-time social director, Mary Curran. 
Mrs. 
Lynch said, "International Village 


gets so much publicity because it's 'the 
best complex around. Others don't have 
a social director.

ry attraction here." 


The physical layout and active social

He Wanted To Check It Out Himself 
Student Helps Track 'Momo'

You would have a hard time con- 


vincing 23-year-old Brand Gustus of 633 
Albert St. in Mount Prospect that the re- 
cent reported sightings of a "hairy, smel- 
ly" monster near the town of Louisiana, 
Mo, are just a hoax. 


Gustus and a friend, Dean Coslow of 


Lovlngton, 111,, both students at Western 
Illinois University spent three days in the 
Mississippi River town, some 90 miles 
north of St. Louis, investigating the re- 
ported sightings out of curiosity. 


The pair did not see the beast them- 


selves, but Custus said they talked at 
length with several people who claim 
they did. 


"We took pictures and even went •hunt- 


ing for the thing ourselves," Gustus said. 
"We didn't come up with anything 
con- 


clusive, but there are a few things that 
lead us to believe there may be some- 
thing to it." 


THE THING that most impressed him, 


he said, "was the striking similarity of 
the description given him by the differ- 
ent people who say they saw the beast. 


Accounts given them described the 


monster as between six and seven feet 
tall, with long, thick, black hair, walking 
on two legs and emitting a strong foul 
odor. "None of them .saw .any dis- 
tinguishable facial features," he said. 


The two college students arrived in 


Louisiana July 24 and talked with Ed 
Harrison, a 50-year-old town employe 
whose 15-year-old daughter, Doris, first 
reported seeing the beast July 10. It was 
about 3 a.m. that morning and the girl, 
who WM awakened by their barking dog 
went into the backyard, saw the beast, 
screamed and ran into the house.

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Flood Attacks Suspension 
Of Wolf At WHIP Meeting

John J. Flood, president of the Com- 


bined Counties Police Association, at- 
tacked the recent suspension of Wheeling 
police Sgt. Gene Wolf .as an "uncon- 
stitutional act" Tuesday night at an or- 
ganizational meeting of the Wheeling In- 
dependent Party (WHIP). 


Flood told the more than 30 people at 


the Chamber of Commerce Park meeting 
that Wolf's suspension was an example 
of harassment of police officers by vil- 
lage officials. 


Wolf was suspended for three days 


without pay because he wrote a letter to 
the village board asking to speak at a 
bo&rd meeting. 


Roger Strieker, director of public safe- 


ty, ordered the suspension because Wolf 
did not follow the chain of command in 
making the request, but instead wrote 
directly to the village board. 


WOLF REPORTEDLY wanted to an- 


swer comments made at an earlier board 
meeting by Trustee Michael Valenza, ac- 
cusing Wolf of favoritism to a former

Wheeling patrolman. 


The suspension was appealed, but the 


Wheeling Police and Fire Commission 
upheld Strieker in a decision dated July 
11. The findings of that public meeting 
were finally released for publication yes- 
terday.

Calling for residents to become in- 


volved with local politics, Flood said 
Wheeling was ready for a change ih po- 
litical administration.

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Trends Change, But Candy Remains Favorite

For the first time in 30 years, Bob Ver- 


burg's taste buds betrayed him. 


Verburg, president of the National 


Candy Wholesalers Assn. conventioning 
at Arlington Park Towers Hotel and can- 
dy distributor for three decades, took a 
bite of the newly-marketed sweet and 
sour candy and shook his head. "I tasted 
it and figured it would never sell," he 
said. 


"Then my 16-year-old daughter tried it 


and said it was good. I was wrong on 
that one because today it's one of the 
biggest sellers." 


Times change even in the candy world, 


it seenu?. The marshmallow candy bar, 
extemely popular during the depression, 
. no longer has a big market. Then virtual- 
ly vanished when the New Deal took 
over. 


"During the Depression nobody had 


any money so people bought marshmal- 
low because they were big bars," Ver- 
burg explained. "After the Depression, 
people bought quality rather than quan- 
tity." 
. 


THE MOST recent confectionery 


change has been the elimination of many 
5-cent candy bars and nickel chewing 
gum. "Inflation and the high cost of la- 
bor and production was the cause," ac- 
cording to the candy executive. 


And if inflation continues at its present 


v, rate, the nation's candy fans may look 
' for another' hike, in prices. Verburg said 
the next change in prices likely will 
come in five or ten years.' 


The possibility of added costs won't be 


a deterrent in sales, according to whole- 
salers. "Kids today walk around with a 
dollar in their pockets,- when we used to 
have a penny. Verburg said "They buy a 
lot more today." 


Candy manufacturing is basically the 


same as years ago. "They may just 
wrap it differently, but the ingredients 
are about the same. Peanuts and choco- 
late don't change too much," he said; 


Verburg said nostalgia has brought 


rock candy back to the forefront of the 
market. "The old-fashioned candy being 
sold in glass jars is making a come-

swimming pool for Birchwood Park, Pal- 
atine Park District commissioners de- 
cided to increase their projected budget 
and go for the originally-planned Olym- 
pic size pool in a fall referendum. ' 


The decision came during a special 


meeting with building architect Joe L. 
Bennett Tuesday. At the board meeting 
last week, Park Director Fred P. Hall 
told the commissioners that costs for the 
originally-planned pool had increased 
and a smaller pool might have to be sub-

With the increased cost of the 50-meter 


pool, the addition of a basement, and the 
cost of landscaping and paving, the proj- 
ected cost of the recreational complex 
will be $800,000, up from a preliminary 
estimate of $680,000. 


The pool planned for Birchwood Park, 


at,Illinois and Bennett avenues, wiD be 
slightly smaller than the two existing 
pools combined at Community Park in 
Palatine, Hall said. 


No date has been announced for the 


fall referendum. It will include the Birch- 
wood Park recreational complex, a bi- 
cycle trail, development of two neighbor- 
hood .parks in northeast Palatine, con- 
struction of four tennis courts and light- 
ing for four existing tennis courts at Pal- 
atine Hills recreation area. In addition, 
the referndum will provide for purchase 
and development of park land in south 
central Palatine, construction of a gener- 
al-purpose hard-surface area in Commu- 
nity Park, l maintenance and storage fa- 
cility, and development of Hunting Ridge 
Parkland. 


The total amount of the referendum 


will be near the district's maximum 
bonded indebtedness, which is currently 
$1.4 million, Hall said.

Mrs. Kruse charged that Day has been 


an ineffective leader saying Day "never 
given us straight answers" and that he 
has failed to give her financial reports 
when she asked for them. She also ac- 
cused the CAP board of directors of op- 
erating under a "do-nothing policy." 


"I don't think we really have a board 


of directors," «aid Mrs. Kruse. "And we 
don't really have a director for this pro- 
gram, and have never had one." 


Day said he would meet with key CAP 


officials, including Mount Prospect May- 
or Robert Teichert, this week to talk 
about CAP's problems. "He would not say 
if he will resign, but said his "personal 
life has taken up a lot of time.

Publicity seekers stage activities rang- 


ing from flagpole sitting to protest dem- 
onstrations to attract the media's atten- 
tion. But Schaumburg's International Vil- 
lage has received nationwide publicity 
simply by being there. 


That, in itself is newsworthy, accord- 


ing to articles about International Village 
in May in the New York Times, in June 
in Saturday Review, and in one planned 
for Newsweek. 


Apartment living In the suburbs is a 


relatively new phenomenon, according to 
census statistics cited In the New York 
Times. Singles, especially, have been 
moving out of the center city, such as 
Chicago's Near North Side, and flocking 
to the unpolluted air, expanses of green, 
and easy living in the suburbs. 


Amidst singles complexes springing up

Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion (NIPC) yesterday. 


Joseph A. Smedile, NIPC chief engi- 


neer, said the allocation of Lake Mich- 
igan water to the DAMP commission and 
Tree Towns "has in effect preempted 
planning" of the use of the water supply. 


Smedile, speaking at a meeting of 


NIPC's planning committee in Chicago, 
said the proposal that DAMP and Tree 
Towns pump water from a site in 
Glencoe is "a very, very uneconomical 
way of handling water." 


The Illinois Department of Trans- 


portation, late in July, gave DAMP ap- 
proval to pump 34.8 cubic feet per second 
of the late water through a pipeline to 
the area in 1975. Tree Towns was giyen 
an Initial allocation of M cubic feet per 
second. DAMP's allocation would go to 
. 42.5 cubic feet to 1MO, and Tree Town's 
to 70.«. 


S M E D I L E CRITICIZED suburban 


communities for "leapfrogging" over

Lake Michigan water supplies. He said 
the DAMP and Tree Towns allocations

needle through one's earlobe. 


Ear piercing is barbaric. 
This conclusion was reinforced by the 


experience of having it done. 


1 have always been one of those wom- 


en who clamped an earring on her lobe 
and removed the same after 15 minutes. 
Even after that short period of time I 
had the beginnings of a migraine head- 
ache and my lobes were red hot and 
throbbing. 


Unfortunately, I've always loved ear- 


rings. 


THE ONLY SOLUTION to this di- 


lemma seemed to be to follow the path of 
my mother, my grandmother, M'per cent 
of the women In Europe and the) savage* 
in Africa and have my ears run througti 
with a pointed weapon. 


My mom and grandmother had theirs 


pierced when they were too tiny to re- 
member. How can I forgive them for not 
having mine done when 1 was an Innocent 
child whose only recourse was to keep 
them awake at night with my screams of 
pain? Their lack of foresight was forcing 
me to commit the act as an adult — a 
period of life when pain hurts so much 
more than when one is a child. 


So 1 made the positive decision to have 


my ears pierced immediately five years 
ago. Not one to act hastily I changed 
"immediately" to "soon" (or as soon as 
1 built up enough courage and did some 
research). 


Carefully 1 watched my friends after 


they had submitted to the needle. I paid 
a condolence call within hours of their 
surgery to inspect their assaulted lobes. 
In every instance I w«s greeted with, "It 
wasn't bad ... no pain ...

It took both Red and 110 min- 
utes to get used to the ice to the point 
that we could leave it on our ears for 
more than seconds. Ice is very cold. 


Every few minutes "pre-med" checked 


our lobes to see how they were doing. 
Mine froze the fastest so I was first. 


I decided to relax — not let it bother 


me. After all now much pain and blood 
could it possibly involve. It had to be 
better than having a baby and I'd sur- 
vived that twice already. 


Determined I plopped in the chair 


•"Let-me have it," I said. .He did.-Right 
through the right lobe. 


I heard it happening. At the end I even 


felt a twinge. My red-headed friend 
turned white but as I staggered from the 
chair I patted her hand and said, "It

THE WHOLE THING for both of us 


took a'half hour, we are very proud of 
ourselves and each day we check with 
each other to find out how our ears are 
.doing. Together we. swab with peroxide 
and move our wires/around. 


My ears are still a little red and tender 


but the swelling is gone. In another week 
or so they should be all healed and I can 
hang-whatever I want from'my ears. 


It was worth it — if for only one rea- 


son., The next time someone without 
holes' in their lobes takes the time to ad- 
mire my earrings I will be able tb 
strongly suggest they have their ears 
pierced. I will smile and say something 
like, "It wasn't bad1. .. no pain ... I 
didn't even know..."

Truth In advertising and ingredient la- 


beling laws have been enacted to protect 
the consumer in the grocery More, but 
restaurants aeem to have slipped through 
this particular controversy unnoticed. 
With all the food limitations on the mar- 
ket, you really can't be sure what you're 
getting when you order from a restau- 
rant menu. 


THE FEDERAL regulations do not ap- 


ply to restaurants unless they are an in- 
terstate business, according to Blanche 
Stein of the Federal Trade Commission, 
and even restaurant chains are usually 
franchlsed, meaning they are indepen- 
dently owned. 


However, in the city of Chicago the 


Consumer Sales, Weights and Measures 
Division does have jurisdiction over this 
area through its deceptive advertising 
ordinance. According to Carol Witherell 
of that department, it is unlawful to em- 
ploy misrepresentation in advertising 
jind to represent merchandise as being of 
a certain quality or grade if it is not. She 
said the law would apply to restaurants 
and that the department would in- 
vestigate if it received any complaints 
along these lines.

es for 1973 cars - from $90 and $150 a 
model — are being fought In court by 
Ralph Nader and Consumers Union, who 
contend that the Price Commission failed 
to hold public hearings as required by 
law before okaying the prices.

good reason To begin with, the sugar in 
chewable vitamins is likely to cause 
tooth decay and to curb a child's appetite 
so that he doesn't cat the foods he needs, 
according to the American Medical Asso- 
ciation. 


A real hazard associated with these 


candy vitamins, the AMA spokesman 
said, is that children may eat them as 
candy and accumulate a toxic level. 


AS VITAMIN supplements, these prod- 


ucts leave something to be desired, ac- 
cording to George Bell, manger of Na- 
ture's Finest organic health food store in 
Arlington Heights. He said the vitamin 
contents often are not properly balanced. 
Moreover, according to the Schiff Co., 
which markets natural vitamin supple- 
ments, many vitamins lose their nutri- 
tional value when put into chewable 
form. 


What you are buying, then, is artificial 


coloring and flavoring, a clever, animal- 
shaped pill, the use of patented cartoon 
characters on the package — and negli- 
gible vitamin value. _ 


When taken indiscriminately, vitamins 


are often simply wasted, according to the 
AMA spokesman The AMA recommends 
that consumers consult their physicians 
to determine their particular vitamin 
needs.
